JAPAN. 


The news from Japan by this mail is, in one respect, pre- 
cisely similar to the news which has reached us again and 
again during the last three years. We are told that Her Ma- 
jesty’s Chargé d’Affaires has been informed;that lawless persons 
are meditating disorders in Yokuhama, and that he is occupied 
in remonstrating with the Japanese Government against this 
condition of affairs. We know perfectly well, from the painful ex- 

rience of the past, how much such remonstrances are worth, 
and we shall not, therefore, be surprised to learn that Colonel 
Neale’s occupation, so far as it is confined to remonstrances, has 
proved as utterly fruitless as the reiterated and verbose pro- 
tests of Sir Rutherford Alcock. The Japanese have an infinite 
contempt for verbal warfare; moreover, they view every con- 
cession as an acknowledgment of weakness. At present we 
have given them too much of both, The following is the 
notification issued by Colonel Neale :— 

‘© Yokuhama, Jan. 3rd, 1863. 

“A Governor of Foreign Affairs came at a late hour last night to Her 
Majesty's Chargé d'Affaires, and communicated to him that further reports 
had reached the Gorogio which had occasioned them much anxiety re- 
specting lawless persons meditating disorders in Yokuhama. A band of 

oonins are reported to be seeking in the first place an opportunity of 
aseassinating the foreign representatives. The Japanese Government 
in making this communication declare that they are occupied in tracing 
this threatened danger to its source, and in adopting all other means in 
their power to restore security; in the meanwhile they beg that great 
caution and discretion may be exercised by the foreign community in 
respect to exposing themselves on the Tokaido and the neighbourhood. 

“ Her Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires is occupied in remonstrating with 
the Japanese Government against this condition of affairs, and adopting 
such measures of precaution with the naval and military authorities as are 
at present practicable, and which will consist in the arrangements as an- 
nounced in the previous notification of the 16th ult. 

“ By order of H. B. M.’s Chargé d’ Affaires, &c.

The following act of violence is recorded in the Japan Herald 
of January 3rd. :-— 

“ On the night of Tuesday last, about half-past eleven o'clock, Captain 
Reid, of the ship Wynaud, on going to his ship, observed a native boat 
lying alongside ; his’ suspicions as to some theft being committed were 
aroused, but on going on deck he there found a man named Edward Has- 
sard, who had been discharged and paid off two or three days previously. 
He asked him what he was doing there? when immediately he felt him- 
self wounded in the side by some sharp instrument; he then drew a 
belaying pin with which he struck his assailant, who immediately made for 
over the side, but the boatmen—it is presumed, being alarmed at the noise 
on deck—had cleared off. and he was obliged to return on deck, where he 
was promptly secured and taken off on board H.M.S. Centaur. The sur- 
geon of the Centaur immediately attended upon Captain Reid, who was 
found to have received a deep wound in the left side, which, however, had. 
been fortunately deprived of part of its severity by the murderous instru- 
ment coming in contact with a book in his pocket. Captain Reid has 
received every available tnedical assistance, but we regret to learn, con- 
tinues in a very precarious condition.” 

The following “copy and true translation of a protest, signed 
by many high officials, to the Miako Government against the 
‘Tycoon’s Government at Yedo” appears in the same journal ;— 

“ When you consulted us about the new relations into which we were 
to enter with foreiguers, you told us, upon the authority of a certain Hare 
risvo (Mr. Harris). the American, that the treaty would give us plenty 
and abundance. Both you and Harrisoo said that cotton would be sold 
for a mere nothing, and that silk and manufactured goods would not cost 














us anything. ‘The daily necessaries of life would be brought to our 
country from all quarters of the globe, and our farmers would not be re- - 
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quired to sow and reap. We ansiously expect these miracles, and at 
present we enjoy advantages which you never usentioned, memely, that 
those articles which you and Harrisoo promised to give at very low prices 
are now three times as expensive as they formerly were. You told us 
that our Treasuries would al open © receive the enormous ric 
which our intercourse with foreigners would procure us. It is an und 
fact that our Treasuries have been continually open, but, instead of receiving 
money, we have been called upon to sacrifice the little we possess. You 
monopolise the import and export duties completely, and we had a right 
to suppose that those duties which according to your statement and thoee 
of your financier Harrisoo would enrich the Japanese nation, ought to 
cover expenses such as building fortifications and buying menof-war, 
which you say must inspire the barbarians with the respect due to our 

at country. But what have you done for the last three yeare? What 
Eis been the tenor of all your despatches? Japan must be fortified. forti- 
fications must be built, the artillery and na 


increased. Money is 
required. If we could only sce those fortification 











those men-of-war, we 
would complain less about the expenses, but everything is proposed and 
nothing executed. You think that drawings and plans will scare 
foreigners, and cause them to flee from our country, but we doubt it, for 
they neatly equal us in this art, You sometimes talk to us about 
political economy ; we candidly own you give us excellent adsice, unfor- 
tunately we have numerous proofs that you do not follow the precepts you 
give us. Why was such an incredible sum of moacy spent for all the vain 
and useless pomp which accompanied the sister of the Mikado on her 
journey to Yedo, preparatory to her marriage with the Tycoon? Why 
‘was so much money wasted in rebuilding the palace of the Tycoon? We 
shall not mention the various ways in which the public money is wasted, 
as this would cause our nation to blush, and the Mikado to mourn. As 
you always remind us of the great principles of political economy when 
You demand pecuniary supplies, pardon us for making the following re- 
imark. Owing to the troubled state of the country, the presence of the * 
Daimios at Yedo was formerly very necessary. Now this is not the case at | 
resent, and still our Lords are always travelling to and from the capital. 
1@ personal fatigue, the vesation, the expense of the immense retinue ; 
which always accompanies them, can no longer be supported. i 
“The time has come that these ruinous journeys should cease, and the : 
Lords of Japan declare themselves unable to defray the expenses which 
you impose upon them. As foreign trade has nearly ruined us, and as 
fortifications and numerous other unforeseen expenses are deemed necessat 
in all the ports which have been opened to the barbarians, we not only 
demand that the new ports Osaka. Neegata, and Yedo shall not be opened, 
but that Kanagawa be closed. You always assert that we are opposed to 
friendly intercourse with foreign nations, but this is utterly fale. We 
willingly consent to open the whole of Japan, if this step does not occa- | 
sion expenses which surpass our means. We have not murdered our | 
servants who were favourable inciined towards the opening of Japan to 
foreigners. We never spread insulting libels against foreigners among 
our people. We never called Harrisoo a fool. Arookoo (Mr. Aleock) a 
—, and Borrookoroo (M. de Bellecourt) a We never 
called the Consooroo (Consuls) drunkards, and foreign Akindo (merchants) 
thieves. You teach the young to despise and insult foreigners, and 
although you always tell us that the foreign nations are powerful, and 
greatly to be feared, a high functionary of the Tori lately said that "with 
e exception of one of the nations, all the foreigners could be insulted 
with impunity.’

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CHINA. 
PEKING. 

There is no news of any importance from the capital, but the 
quict state of affairs may be regarded asa token of success 
and progress. It is evident (says the China AMuil) that the 
administration of Mr. Bruce is conceived in a judicious and 
intelligent spirit. ‘The new policy he has cointnence:!, of 
patiently submitting under protest to wrongs which do not 
affect the immediate security of life and property, is likely to 
keep us out of numerous petty troubles and false positions. 
Under the old plan, any refractory mandarin demanding more 
than the proper duties, and perhaps detaining foreign vessels 
until payment, was dealt with by the production of a gunboat | 
with asbarp message from the lieutenaut in charge. Mr. Bruce 
directs this form of redress to be discontinued ; and reasonably 
enough, because the jurisdiction for which the old form is to be 
exchanged, tiiough not quite so summary, is much more safe 
and effective, as well as more dignified and luianc. Our 
Minister at Peking bas now promoted frieudly relations with 
the Emperor's Government to such an extent, at least, that 
redress is readily accorded in cases where mandarins and other 
officials take it upon themselves to act in an arbitrary manner, 
So long as the Emperor of China cav degrade or supersede his | 
officers at places of trale or elsewhere, we need not despair of | 
eventually recovering all Josses sustained through disregard of 
treaty stipulations on the part of the mandarins ; and it will 
perhaps be found that our interests are better protected by an 
‘Ambassador at the capital than by gunboats on the spot where 
the injustice is done. 

The Emperor of China is said to have notified his intention 
of issuing medals to the ofticars who have served in tho late 
campaigns against the Taipings. | 














SHANGHAI. 

Burgevine declines to consider himself dismisscd until so 
informed from Peking. It does not appear that the charge 
against him, of having illegally seized the $40,000 distributed 
by him to the troops, can be substantiated, since the General. 
had been requested to come to Shanghai for it. The Ward 
Corps is now commanded by Captain Holland, of the Marine. 
Light Infantry, who takes the rank of Brigedier-Gencral in the 
Chinese service. His appointment has tatiefied the corps, who: 
have also received their arrears of pay, and are ready for any 
service. A native coadjutor to Geweral HoNand has been 
appointed ; he is not likely to have wauch influence, as the 
soldiers prefer being commanded by Englishtnen, The Nanking 
expedition will, probably, be at once reconstructed, and prepa- 
rations will doubtless be made to hold the city, as the Taipings 
are fully aware of all that is being done by] the other side. 
There are still predatory bands within the thirty miles radius, 
but reconnoitring parties of troops go out from time to time: 
and keep the country clear. Beyond the “radius,” the Taip~ 
ings, it is said, consider themselves safe. 

General Burgevine’s own statement is as follows concerning. 
the late occurrences in Shanghai :— 

“On Friday, the 2nd inst., I came to Shanghai from Sung- 
kiang for the purpose of receiving money promised on that day 
for the payment of the men. On landing I was informed that. 
it was all ready, in fact, I supposed it at that moment on board. 
one of the steamers about to start. I went at once to Takce’s 
to thank him for so punctually keeping his promise, but was 
met with language so abusive that I determined to return at once 
to Sung-kiang, and have no more personsljdealing with him, 
I found that place in almost a state of mutiny; proclama- 
tions posted that the men would have the heads of tho 
mandating, that they were starving, that they would dispose of 
their arms and clothing to procure food, and were ripe for an 
emeute, L ordered a general parade at 2 pat., for the purpose 
of explaining why they had not bees paid. Previous to this, 
however, I received a letter from Takee, saying the moncy was 
all ready, and urging me to send for it immediately. Captain. 
Holland received a letter to the same effect. On the strength 
of this promise I guaranteed that the troops should be paid 
in two days. I left at once for Suangbai, but on my arrival 
there next morning, was coolly informed that Takee bad not 
only denied writing the letter, but still refused to send the 
money. ‘Taere was no forcible entrance, no confusion, the men. 
standing quietly at “order arms” while Takee’s Comprador- 
removed the money. I was aware of the responsibility of the 
course I was taking, but felt justificd in so doing by the critical 
state of affairs inSung-kiang. ‘There was no time for deliberation, 
it was truly a question of money or the existence of the force 
and the lives of the European officers. The money had been 
appropriated for the use of the troops and was immediately 
paid to them on its arrival at Sung-kiang. The only part of 
the affair T regret, is having struck Takee. In regard to the 
Nankin'expedition, had the Chinescanthorities kept faith withme- 
in furnishing fands nccessary to insure its success, the expedition 
would have started long since. It would have been ma Iness to- 
have appeared under the walls with men without winter clothing, 
and guns without ammunition. Moreover, the English and 
French authorities, both uaval and military, protested against 
withdrawing so large a force from Sung-kiang. The) troops 
being in arrears and discontented, and large amounts unpaid 
for arms, anmunition, and supplies for the expedition, I made 
it a point that ail these claims should be paid before our depar- 
ture, On tiris being refused, the expedition was still further 
delayed, and the Chinese authorities finally crushed it by with- 
drawingall the chartered steamersin so hurried amannerthat there 
wasnot time toremove ali the gunsand storezon buard, There was. 
no intention on my part to deccive the Chinese Government in 
thas matter, and I should have most assuredly carried out the 
plan, except for the opposition and obstacles thrown in my 
way. So far from there being unanimity among the Chinese 
authorities, nothing las pleascd the Governor amore than 
the failure of the expedition. He has long been jealous 
of the growing power of the force, and it has been 
his avowed intention to crush it, or else put a Chinese 
officer in command, over whom he would have unlimited 
control. The misunderstanding between the Chinese and 
myself has been still further augmented by my refusal to allow 
them to form the plan of campaign. The force at the present 
time is in a very efticient state ; the men are well armed and 
clothed, and under govd discipline, The artillery particularly 
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is in a splendid condition, both as regards and guns. The 
cause of all these troubles has been the delay of the authorities 
to furnish the necessary funds. 

“ With reference to the notice in the paper of my dismisaal, 
it was premature, as I had not received any official communication 
to that effect. As my commission proceeds from the Imperial 
Government at Peking, I do not recognise the right of the local 
suthoritics to deprive me of the command without the sanction 
of the Emperor. In the meantime I only consider myself off 
duty until the decision from Peking has been received. The 
printed notice could not have been worded in more offensive 
terms, and was evidently prepared with the intention of injuring 
me in the estimation of the public, 

“Shanghai, Jan. 10th, 1863. iH, A. Buroevine.” 

Tho North China Herald writes as follows with regard to the 
expedition against Nanking, and the conduct of General Burge- 
vine :— 

“ Upon taking a dispassionate view of the whole circumstances of the case, 
we are of opinion thatthe Chinese Government have well founded grounds 
of complaint at the present aspect of affairs, anJ that the local authorities 
are deserving of sympathy and support. Here is a costly expeditionary 
ferce fitted out in conformity with orders received from the Imperial Go- 
vernment at Peking, completed and ready for action ; a fleet of steamers 
has been hired from foreign merchants under heavy charters; an 
enormous debt has been incurred to the British Government for warlike 
supplies; in fact, nothing has been wanting in men and material, which 
means could procure to render this expedition complete. exce| one 
thing, and that was the bona fide intention of General Burgevine ever to 
ay out the plan of operations which the Chinese Government had con- 

ded to his command; and which it will be seen by the statements else- 
where, he excuses himself for, by throwing the onus on the allied com- 
mandars, who are represented a having given orders directly opposed to 
it, If Burgevine really intended to abide by the advice of others, who 
had expressed themselves against the campaign, he ought to have at once 
stated to the Chinese Government his inteations of so doing ; and thus in 
some degree averted the enormous loss they will sustain in connection with 
this mismonaged affair.” 

The conduct of the Chinese authorities towards General 
Burgevine, has produced the following protest :— 

“We, the undersigned officers of the Ward Force, commanded 
by General Burgevine, do hereby protest against the late action 
of the Chinese authorities in his affairs. 

“We aro perfectly satisfied that he has always acted m a 
straightforward and open mannor, and he has never fbeen 
sooused of the slightest offence against the military laws re- 
cognised by European Powers ; we do not now, nor did we ever 
consider ourselves liable to punishment by any others. 

“In reference to the late occurrence in Shanghai, we know 
nothing more of that affair than that it was absolutely necessary 
to obtain the money immediately for the preservation of the 
force and the safety of the European and the Chinese officials, 

“We also protest against the brutal attempt of the Chinese 
authorities to obtain the head of General Burgevine—50,000 
taels being the sum offered for it, or for his secret apprehension. 
Should such a thing take place, we solemnly pledge ourselves, 
not only not to serve the Chinese anthorities any longer, but 
to make such, representation to the Imperial Government 
at Peking as would lead to the just punishment of his mur- 
derers.”—Signed by nine majors, thirty captains, three lieu- 
tenants three gumners, and divers clerks and storckeepers. 

The following account of the ratification of the Treaty with 
Prussia appears in the North China Herald :— 

“ The exchange of the ratifications of the Treaty made at Tien-tsin on 
the 2nd September, 1861, between Prussia and the Zollverein States of 
Germany’on the one part and China on the other, took place on the 14th 
January at Shanghai, after negotiations regarding the various articles of 
the Treaty had gone on for several months between the Prussian Plenipo- 
tentiary and the Chinese authorities. 

“The ceremony was performed within the precincts of the walled city 
of Shanghai, at the yamoon of the Imperial Commissary Leou, also 
holding the offices of General Treasurer and High Judge. The Prussian 
Plenipotentiary and Councillor of Legation, Baron Rehfues, accompanied 
La the Secretary of Legation, Baron Radowitz; the attaché Prince 

ittgenstein; the Hamburg Consul, J. W. Schwemann, Esq. ; the 
Prussian Vice-Consul Theodore Probst, Esq. (hitherto Acting-Consul for 
Hanover and Oldenburg), and the interpreter of the French Consulate M. 
Lemaire, having repaired to the above residence, were received by the 
Commissary Leou and the Taoutai of Shanghai. The exchange of the 
original treaty documents, ratified by His Majesty the King of Prussia and 
the Imperial Chinese Regency, also the signature of the minute recording 
these proceedings, took place in the usual way. 

After this ratification of the Treaty of Tien-tsin, the Prussian autho- 
ities take over the representation of all German subjects in China; the 
free Hanseatic towns oaly have reserved the right to be represented by 
their own Consuls. 

“ Baron de Rehfues and the other members of the Legation will reside 
fora while in Shanghai, and take charge of the Prussian Consulate- 
General for China. The Baron has also been charged with the exchange 
of ratifications of the Prussian Treaty with Japan, and will proceed to 
Yedo in a Prussian frigate, expected here in April next. He will after- 
wards return to China, where the frigate will also be stationed and remain 
at his disposal,” 











We have extracted the following statement from the Friend 
of China :— 

The Hong Kong Daily Press of the 23rd Dec. contains 6 
law report of considerable importance to commercial men at 
Consular ports, and will have a special interest here at Shanghai 
where the subject-matter grew. Messrs. Johnson and Co., 
merchants of this port, obtained from the Customs to permit to 
land eighty bales of grey shirtings, and had twenty-two of them 
on shore when the said twenty-two were seized. A bale of shirt- 
ings consists, as a rule, of 560 picces, so that the permit intrinsi- 
cally was good for 4,000 pieces. In penning theapplication, how- 
ever, the clork wrote, inadvertently, 80 bales, or in all 2,000 
pieces ; the presumption in regard to this error—Custom-house 
assumption—being, that Messrs. Johnson and Co. wanted to 
dofraud His Imperial Majesty's revenue in the sum of one 
hundred aud sixty tacls, As Messrs. Johnson and Co.’s 
assurance that they had no inteution to defraud was taken no 
notice of by the Superintendent of Custom, Mr. Consul Med+ 
hurst was applied to to aid in the matter ; but all that that officer 
would do was to promise that he would represent the case to 
Her Maicsty’s Minister at Peking; and thereupon the Taoutai 
completed the spoliation by selling the goods. We call it at 
once an act of spoliation, because it will be seen from this short 
recital that even if Messrs. Johoson and Co. were attempting 
to defraud, the deed was not consummated. Twenty-two bales, 
of 50 pieces each, make 1,100 pieces, and giving the Customs 
their own construction of what is the content of a bale, they 
had granted a permit to land 900 pieces more than were al+ 
ready on shore when the scizure took place. Let it be borne in 
mind, moreover, the tariff attached to the treaty makes no 
mention of bales of piece goods. The duty is to be levied, 
after certain rates, in candareens on pieces of certain widths 
and lengths. We assume, for the purpose of arriving at an 
approximation, that the duty payable by Messrs. Johnson and Co. 
was eight candareens a piece, and that, as we have said, would 
give the figures of the intending (?) defraud as 160 taels. 


Messrs. Johnson aud Co. were not disposed to wait for the 
result of Mr, Mcdhurst’s application to Mr. Bruce, and the case 
reported in Hong Kong was the argument on a rule granted by 
the Court to show cause why Mr. Walter H. Medhurst, H. B. M. 
Consul at Shanghai should not be compelled by mandamus, 
to abjudicate directly in the matter of the confiscation by 
H. I. Bf, Customs of 1,100 pieces of Grey Shirtings, the property 
of Messrs. Johuson and Co, ; Mr. Pollard being for the{plaintiffs ; 
the Attorney General with Mr. Owen for the defendant. A 
good deal of time is saved in modern practice by counsel 
for defendant opening the case, and showing what he knows 
is charged ; and in this we have the Attorney-General com 
mencing by explaining what is the nature ofa mandaraus. Ac- 
cording to Blackstone, the learned gentleman said, a mandamus 
can only run in the Queen’s dominions—but here was an appli- 
cation for a writ to enter the dominions of the Emperor of 
China, It is trae that British Consuls exercise judicial au- 
thority over Englishmen in China; but there is no clause in 
the treaty by which itis stipulated that @ mandamus, which by 
its nature implies sovereign rights, can run over the land. 

Mr. Pollard was then called on to show on what article of 
the treaty he relied. His answer was, the Act of Parliament, 
67 Vict. chap. 94, which shows Her Majesty’s jurisdiction in 
China. 

That Act, the Attorney-General replied, applies only to 
dealings between one British subject and another ; and by the 
affidavit of Mr. F. Bulkeley Johnson, the Taoutai of Shanghai 
(a Chinese, not an Englishman) is specially charged with the 
act complained of 
's objection was fatal to the application, Had Mr. Com- 
missioner Fitzroy been charged instead of tho Taoutai, we 
might have heard more of it. 

‘The Judge cut the matter short, however, by saying that the 
Queen has no jurisdiction in Shanghai—that is to say no 
territorial jurisdiction. She cannot sue a Chinese in 
Chinese dominions, and, further, that his, the Judge's, 
power is limited to Hong Kong and its dependencies. And 
so the matter ended. Mr. Attorney-General, on behalf 
of Consul Medhurst, declaring that they would not have 
come to Court at all, had not a refusal been liabie to construc- 
tion as a mark of disrespect. Notwithstauding an expression 
by the Court that Mr. Medhurst could not have acted differently, 
there is evidently something wrong in the fptate of tic law, by 








the Crown having to bear the expenses to which tie consul 
was put by the application. 
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HONG KONG. 

In a leading article on Mr. John Dent, as representative for 
Totnes, the China Mail says:—“If personal good qualitics 
could recommend a man to a Totnes constituency, if manliness 
of character, liberality of feeling, a large generosity, and stainless 
personal honour weighed in a candidate’s favour, then Mr. Dent, 
ought not to have much difficulty in entering Parliament. As 
tho head of a wealthy commercial house in China, that gentle- 
man has long occupied a position of some eminence. But it is 
less for the position he has occupied than for the remarkably 
happy manner in which he acquitted himself of its duties and 
courtesies, that he will be long remembered. by residents in 
China and by strangers who have visited the country.” 

Messrs. A. Shortrode and Co.’s China Directory for 1863 
is considerably more bulky than its predecessor, owing to 
an increase of matter. The Directory proper occupies 
ninety-seven pages, being twelve more than last year; 
and the Appendix, which consisted, in 1862, of a dozen 
pages, has this year swelled to upwards of six times that bulk. 
Some features in the Appendix are deserving of particular 
notice, as they are evidently the result of careful information 
from spccial sources. Such are the tables headed “ Trade terms 
for Opium in use at Canton and Hong Kong,” “ Chinese Cycles,” 
“Customs Tariff, in English and Chinese,” the latter covering 
about a dozen pages, and giving the names, in both languages, 
of all items both of import and export, together with the 
precise duty on each article These tables aro likewise fur- 





nished with a column. pointing out where the different articles 
are to be found in the Chinese Treaty. Another of these 
Anglo-Chinese tables gives the names and titles of the Chinese 
authorities at the ports open to foreign trade, and also the 
names of Viceroys aud Governors of provinces not open to 
foreign trade. Thirty-four pages of small type contain the 
Ordinances passed by the Legislative Countil of Hong Kong 
from 1854 to 1862 inclusive, that is to say, for the last nine 
years. These are given in extenso, and will be handy for easy 
reference. In the work itself there is no striking change, com- 
pleteness and accuracy alone being aimed at. 

A remarkably quick passage is recorded from London to China, 
Tho Fiery Crosscame into Hong Kong harbour on January 
28th, having been only eighty-five days from pilot to pilot. 

A notification about the Volunteers, of which the following

“7. The Inauguration Dinner of the Corps will take place the same 
evening at St. Andrew's school-room, when, by kind permission of Major 
Beale and his officers, the band of the 22nd regiment will attend. 

“8. The Rifle Shooting for Marksmen under the direction of Lieut. 
‘Tanner, 99th regiment, will come off on the 26th, 27th, and 28th February. 

© 9.'A Rifle Squad, for passing members of the corps in rifle drill, will 
be formed under the direction of Lieut. Tanner, 99th regiment, who 
has again volunteered his services from the 2nd March, 

“10. The Competition for the National Rifle Association Medal, will, with 
the sanction of his E'xcellency the Acting-Governor, come off on the race- 
course about the 17th of March, On that day, as at Wimbledon, there 
will be separate targets for arifle ‘ Derby” and ‘ Pool '—target open to all 
comers. Further details will be duly announced.” 


The fino steamer Cudi: belonging to the P. and O. Company 
had a narrow escape on Saturday, the 10th January. She 
caught fire in the forehold, from some cause as yet undis- 
covere 1, just as she had got outside of the Ly-yu-moon Passage 
on her way to Shanghai ; she was scuttled on Kow-loong shore, 
her cargo transferred to the Benares, which sailed about thirty 
hours afterwards ; and the Czdiz herself so far repaired within 
the same time as to be able to proceed to Whampoa Dock. 
‘{he expedition shown was much admired by the community. 
‘The Superintendent in Hong Kong of tie P. and O. Company, 
publicly thanked the men from the Garrison and from H.M.'s 
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vessels, as well as others who had come to the assistance of 
the Cadiz and helped to clear her. 

The China Mail gives its annual summary of events in China 
and Japan in a long and able article, the conclusion of which is 
as follows :—“ We cannot look forward to coming events with- 
out considerable doubt and foreboding. The position we are in 
with the French on the one hand and the Russians on the 
other, is calculated to give our authorities uneasiness ; but, on 
the whole, and judging from the past, we cannot help feeling 
that our difficult policy is well-directed. Mr. Bruce has shown 
himself to be a man of higher ability than was at first imagined 
by those who did not know him well. And so another year 
opens in China; the future is dark and doubtful, although in 
one respect not uncertain; nothing but a manly, even, and 
honourable policy will conduct England with dignity through 
the eddies and currents likely to arise from combined foreign 
operations, and divided diplomatic interests at the Court of 
Peking.” 

Mr. Duddell’s comprador tells the following strange story. 
Some time ago his two daughters, living with him in Hong 
Kong, aged about twelve or fourteen, and his son, an infant of 
a few months, were stolen away while he was absent from the 
house. He was naturally much excited by the circumstance, 
and at once abandoned all else in his inquiries as to their where- 
abouts. At last he learned that they had been taken to Canton, 
whither he immediately proceeded. After many inquiries in 
that city, information was conveyed to him that both the girls 
had been sold, and thet he might have the boy on payment of 
$400. Later news states that the boy had been recovered, but 
we hear no more of the fate of the girls. 

At about noon, on Jan. 30, Mr. James Johnston, of H.M.’s 
Sphinx, while on his way from Sheak-pai-wan to Victoria over 
the hills by the No. 3 Police-station, was attacked by several 
Chinamen armed with bamboos, who severely wounded him on 
the head and other parts of the body, and robbed him ofa 
uniform jacket, a gold finger-ring, and other proporty. After 
he had recovered from the loss of blood, he managed to stagger 
back to Sheak-pai-wan.. Information was brought into Victoria 
by Captain Baker of the steamer Undine. The mounted police 
were immediately despatched to make inquiries, and a party of 
Chinese police sent over the hills. One Chinaman has been 
apprehended on suspicion of being concerned in the robbery. 

A hurdy-gurdy has made its appearance in Hong Kong, it is 
played by an Italian, with what pecuniary success is not known. 


CANTON. 


Liu, the successor to Laou as Governor-General of the Two 
Kwang, was expected to arrive at his post:early in February. 
It is stated that the vexed question of the Shameen Wall 
has at last been amicably settled. The three clergymen who 
made an excursion from Canton lately, and were robbed of 
their effects, including five ponies, are likely to get back some 
of their goods ; already, four of the ponies have been re- 
covered from the robbers. 

A gang of thieves had made an attempt at robbery, at 
Whampoa. Some workmen gave the alarm, and the attempt 
was frustrated. It was the house of a,Chinese who is known 
to have some money, that the gang wished to rob. They appear 
to be getting very bold. The people grumble at not having a 
gunboat constantly stationed at Whampoa. 

MACAO, 

After a residence of thirteen years in the East, his Excellency 
Governor Guimartes, of Macao, has returned to Lisbon by the 
present mail. 


THE PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

The “Council of Administration” was inaugurated on the 
2nd January with the due formalities ; and the Supreme Court 
ceases to be the consulting body on Government Administrative 
measures. 

A subscription had been made in aid of the Lancashire 
distress. About $1,600 were collected, A few Frenchmen, 
Germans, and Spaniards have subscribed. 

An Exchange-room was opened on the Sth January under the 
title of the “Circulo Mercantil.” It is supported by the mem- 
bers who pay $5 on entry and $5 monthly subscription in 
advance, 

On the 23rd Dec. the birthday of the Prince of Asturias, 
heir apparent to the Spanish crown, was celebrated with con- 
siderable pomp, In addition to a review of the troops there 
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were a 7 Deum, mass, and levée at the palace in the morning. 
Admiral Kuper is expected to visit Manila in the Furyalus. 

It is stated that an English scientific gentleman, after some 
years of study, has been successful in inventing a machine for 
cleaning the “ Mana hemp,” to supersede the clumsy, expensive, 
and imperfect mode of cleaning with the hand at present in use, 
which produces an article of unequal quality and at too great 
cost. Such a machine has long been a desideratum, and various 
attempts have been made from time to time in this direction, 
all of which failed. This matter is to be laid before the leading 
commercial houses in the hemp trade at Manila, so as to secure 
their continuance and support, with the view of introducing the 
invention into the hemp province. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The statement of the trade of Singapore shows that the 
imports in 1862 were estimated at $26,208,528, being an in- 
crease, as compared with 1861, of $2,215,658. The exports 
in 1862 were valued at $18,805,102, showing a decrease from 
those of 1861 amounting to $1,693,305.

The trade of Singapore during 1862 shared in the depression 
caused by the continuance of hostilities in America, and the 
derangement thereby produced in the cotton trade. 

With reference to the levy of port dues, the Singapore Free 
Press writes:—“ The Supreme Government has directed the 
Hon. the Governor to submit to the Chamber of Commerce for 
their opinion, a Bill to authorise the Levy of Port Dues in the 
ports of the Straits Settlement. The opinion of the Chamber, 
we believe, is very unanimous and decided, that the measure is 
totally uncalled for, and that if persevered in it will be highly 
damaging to the welfare of the ports in the Straits, which will 
thenceforth lose all claim to be called “free ports.” The pro- 
posal is a favourite one with the Indian Government and has 
been frequently mooted by it, but as often been discountenanced 
by higher authorities at home. The last occasion was in 1857, 
when the Court of Directors objected to the levy of port dues 
in the Straits, and since that time we have heard nothing more 
‘of the subject until now. It is probable the Secretary of State 
bas withdrawn the prohibition given by the Court of Directors, 
in which case the Indian Government will doubtless try to 
carry the measure through. The Governor-General showed 
himself so obedient to the orders of Sir Charles Wood, in the 
matter of the stamp act, that we have considerable doubts of 
his listening to any objections against the present mcasure, 
however well founded they may be. The best plan will there- 
fore be to appeal to the home authorities and Parliament at 
‘once, and if this is done we have little fear of the threatened 
infliction being allowed to fall upon us.” 








CEYLON. 

The extraordinary state of tho weather is causing con- 
siderable injury at Colombo. Owing to the extreme wet, it is 
said that “roads are bad, cattle are dying, transport scarce 
and dear, cart-owners despairing, planters angry, Government 
unpopular—and coffee delayed on the estates.” 

The Colombo Observer gives several valuable statistics with 
regard to the coffee crop, and we are glad to transfer to our 
columns the following observations founded upon them.” The 
figures for the past ten years are indicative of uninterrupted 
Progress. Those for the quarter century display the vicissitudes 
of the years about 1847, but the result of the whole is progress 
such as few colonies of Britain, with the exception of the gold 
countries, can show. The great problem for solution is, can 
coffee estates be kept in heart, or renovated by high cultivation 
and manure, at a cost which will leave a profit to the culti- 
vators? At present we have striking examples in the affirma- 
tive, as well as the negative, and wo lean strongly to the belief 
that the exercise of enterprise and science will secure the per- 
manency of the coffee culture in Ceylon at fairly remunerative 
Profits. Certainly s0, i; the present Prices, or anything ap- 
proaching them, can be maintained. The confidence at present, 
felt in the prospects of Ceylon as a coffee-growing country is 





shown by the immense rise in the price of land. The average 
for the year just closed ix £2. 8s. per acre, and the demand 
continues so as to encourage the exploration and survey of 
forest in situations heretofore deemed unsuitable for coffee.” 

From the same journal we take the following paragraphs : 

“The cultivation of the Chinchona in the Government Botani- 
cal and Special Chinchona Gardens has been pretty successful 
in Ceylon. A limited number of plants of the Chinakona suc- 
cirubra (red bark) are now ready for distribution amongst 
private parties at a cost of 5s, each. 

“Tn connection with Her Majesty’s"navy, it now becomes our 
melancholy duty to announce that one of its officers who dis- 
graced his commission when here—Captain Pritchard, late 
Master Attendant of Colombo—has condoned his offences by 
dying at sea. A great contrast is presented by the case of 
Captain Pritchard’s predecessor, Captain Higgs, of whose death 
all who knew him must have heard with sorrow. 

“The Master Attendantship, rendered vacant by Captain 
Pritchard’s death, will, we have little doubt, be conferred on 
Captain Donnan; Mr. Mackay, Chicf Officer, being the most 
likely person to succeed to the command of the Pearl.” 

“The Governor reached Colombo,on Feb. 2, after his tour of 
inspection through the Southern Province. 

“ The Customs collection at the port of Colombo in January 
last was £18,204. 6s. 10d., against £14,209. 0s. 7d. collected 
in January, 1862, showing an increase of ncarly £4,000. 

“The John Vanner took away from our shores several well 
known residents, including Mr. Louis Bird, one of our eldes 
and most respected planters; the Rev. Mr. Dean, of the 
Wesleyan mission, &. By the French steamer went as pas- 
sengers three members of the planting body :—Mr. T. Pride, 
Mr. P. Ryan, and Mr, A. W. Green. And by the P. & O. 
steamer Bombay, which takes tnese mails, another well-known 
planter and merchant, Mr. Wm. Rose, who leaves us in search 
of renewed health and vigour in his native clime. 

“The French Company are doing their best to attain a name 
for specd. Thcir s:eamer the Camboge, has, we see, just made 
the fastest run on record from Singapore to Galle. She arrived 
at Galle on Monday evening, having performed the distance in 
five days and three hours, We hear good reports of the clean- 
liness prevailing on board these steamers ; but the cookery is 
said not quite to suit English stomachs. We hope, for the 
credit of their country, that the P. and O. Company will not 
allow themselves to be beaten in any way by our French 
neighbours.” 

“We learn that the export of cotton, grown in the island, 
to England last year was only 56 cwt., against some 350 in 
1861. This must seem very discouraging to those who expect 
Ceylon to become a great cotton-growing country ; but perhaps 
the native manufactures at Batticaloa, where the greater part 
of the raw material is produced, may have takeu a fresh im- 
petus, and so increased the home consumption at the expense 
of our exportation.” 

A report was in circulation in Colombo that the seat of the 
Government was to be transferred to Kandy, and that the port 
of call for the mail steamers would be Trincomalee, but it appears 
to be without foundation. A newspaper correspondent, how- 
ever, says :—“ When the railway between Colombo and Kandy 
is constructed, the line of electric telegraph from Kandy to 
Trincomalee (£5,000) completed, and when the Governor has 
made the Pavilion his chief residence, the ramour may turn out 
to be true.” 








THE CURRENCY OF HONG KONG. 

We have just received a copy of the recently printed 
correspondence on the currency of Hong Kong, between the 
Secretary of State for the Colonics and the Governor of 
Hong Kong. We have netiher space nor time to discuss this 
important subject in our present issue, but may just mention 
that the measures adopted by the Government have been based 
on the recommendations made by Sir H. Robinson, and that 
the new issues of mils, cents, and ten cent pieces are now in 
progress at the Mint, and will be ready for transmission to the 
colony in about six weeks,

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COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 


Cutxa.—Tza.—Exporters have shown no systems of any intention to 
enter the market, nor have teamen betrayed any desire to lower their de- 
mands, notwithstanding the proximity of the Chinese new year. They 
are probably aware that the rates asked are #0 much above ihe ideas of 
buyers, that a panic would ensue if any attempt were made on their part 
to accommodite matters. The few settlements of Congou show a decline 
of one tael in the middling kinds; the finer sorts maintain themselves. 
The very small business done in scented teas has been at previous 
rates. “The transactions in Oolongs, Canton, Young Hyson, and 
Country Greens have been principally if not entirely for the New 
York market. The following are the reported settlements for the 
fortnight:—Congous: 8 chops Oonams (whereof 2 were hf-ch.) at 19} 
to 22 tacls. 2 chops Oopacks at 24 to 29 taels; 300 hf-ch, Canton 

ked at 22 taels ; 700 hfch, Tyshaan to 19 taels. Oolongs: 3,200 

f-ch. medium at 24} to 274 taels. Pouchong: Canton 350 htch. at 19 
taels, Scented Teas: 4,000 boxes Caper, at 14 to 17 taels for Com. to 
fair, and 19 to 20 taels for mid. to good; 800 boxes Orange Pekoe at 19 
to 20 taels for fair. Canton Greens; 150 boxes Gunpowder, medium at 
22 taels ; 1,600 hf-ch. Young Hyson, mid. to good, at 18 to 25 taels. 
Country Greens: 7 chops equal to 2,200 hf-ch. at 44 to 48 taels for Gun- 
powder; 32 to 42 taels for Imperial; 29 to 39 taels for Young Hyso 
32 to 40 taels for Hyson ; 25 taels {for ‘I ‘wankay ; and 21 taels for Ski 
The remaining stock upon the market is thus estimated: —Congous 86 
chops, Gonams and Oopacks, and 4,706 hf-ch. Canton packed and Tay- 
shaans ; 2,000 hf-ch. Oolongs ; of Scented Teas the supply is heavy; the 
quantity of Canton Greens is uncertain ; of Country Greens there remain 
13,300 hf-ch. new, and 1,890 ditto old. 

SuaNcuat.—Ilack : Immediately after the departure of last mail there 
was a rather better demand, and eight chops were settled at fully previous 
rates, when the news by the 26th November mail was received reporting a 
further decline in the home markets, buyers heid back and would not 
operate unless at lower prices. Stocks are considerably reduced, and 
holders are not anxious to realise, as supplies from Hankow continue to 
fall off. The settlements for the fortnight are reported at 5,068 chests 5 
reshipments cn_ owners’ account during the same period, 4,250 do. ; to- 
gether tor the fortnight, 9,318 chests; making a total for present season 
to date of 266,023 chests, against 186,858 chests same period last season. 
The present unsold stock is 3,000 chests Congou, and 1,500 do. Flowery 
Pekoe. The quotations are —Hohows, 19to 23taels; Oonams, 20} to 26 
tacks; and Oonacks, 25 to 28 taels. Greens: Before the arrival 
of the mail a considerable business was done in country teas at 
a slight decline on previous rates; but since then the market has been 
very depressed, and sales cannot be effected unless at a decline. Shanghai 
packed and Japan teas have been taken toa small extent at prices showing 
a reduction of 2 taels. Settlements and reshipments for the fortnight 























26,225 half-chests China, and 1,672 half-chests Japan, making total to 
date of 210,815 half-chests and 16,861 halfchests, against 156,834 half- 
chests and 22,805 half-chests respectively same time last year. Stocks on 
offer are estimated at 13,000 half-chests. 

Foo-cHow-Foo.—A large business has been dose in Congous since- 
the date of last report, quotations having advanced one tael. The teamen 
met the market freely or the demand would certainly have further elevated 
rates.

The supplies of Congous for the present season to date, inclusive of con= 
tract teas, are estimated at 563,100 chests against 498,100 chests at corres-. 
ponding period of last season. 

KEwxIaNc.—Rumours of incursions of the insurgents into the green 
tea districts agitate the market—at one time these reports are alarming: 
when the market hardens, at another the retirement of the rebels is an- 
nounced, when the teamen more readily meet the market. Foreigners 
are less anxious to buy than they wore, and the market certainly tends 
downwards. The setilements of the fortnight are reported at 4,300 half. 
chests n—namely, 1,000 half-chests. Moyunes, at 273 to 30 taels, and 
8,300 do. Fychows and Twankays, at 224 to 26 taels. The stock on the 
market is estimated at 50,000 packages, yet, notwithstanding the falling 
off in the demand, the teamen are very firm. In black teas no business 
has been done. 

Yoxusama.—An extensive business is being done ; during the month 
of December fully 20,000 pls. were purchased for shipment to London 
and Shanghai. Rates tended up, but had not materially advanced, the 
quotations being, for trash $1 to 5 per picul; common, $7.50 to 12.50; 
middling, $15 to 20: good, to finest, $30 to 35. The total- 
export of the present season from Ist July to 31st December amounted to 
2} million Ibs. against 5} millions corresponding period last season. The 
stock is ample, say 7,000 pls, 

Raw Sitk.—Suancuat.—A fair business continued throughout the 
fortnight, without any alteration in prices. Oming to a tight money 
market some of the dealers seemed anxious to meet buyers, and from this 
cause at one time there were signs of weakness, but the mail news of the 
26th November checked the downward tendency, and fully former rates 
have since been paid. The receipts from up country have been insignifi- 
cant, and it seems almost certain that nearly the whole crop has reached 
this market. About 1,300 bales have arrived from Japan, and future sup- 
plies from that quarter are expected to be very limited. The sales of the 
fortnight are reported at 3,000 bales, against 3,500 for corresponding 
fortnight of last year, and a like quuntity for the corresponding 
fortnight of the year before. ‘Ihe total settlements of the present 
season to date are 56,500 bales, against 54,500 same time last 
year, and 67,000 the year before, The present unsold stock is 
4,000 bales; last year at same time it was 8,000 to 10,000, and 
the ycar before 6.000 to 7,000 bales. ‘The following are the current quo- 
tations :—Tsaltees, No. 1, tls.

Suancuat—Cortow.—The sapply has fallen off, and for the moment 
would appear unequal to the demand. The tightness in the Money 
market, the late beavy rains, and the approach of China new year, may 
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folly account for the falling off in supplies, especially when it is considered 
that bard silver has to be sent into the country to buy the article. There 
has not been much done during the fortnight on foreign account—a 
deal has been shi to the Southern ports. The quotations are about 
the same as last given—say 1] taels per picul for common, up to 12 tsels 
for the best. There still continues a detmand for shipment to Bombay.

A DUTCHMAN'S VIEW OF SINGAPORE. 


Mr. A. Loudon, Chief Secretary to the Netherlands India 
Government, who visited Siam last year to exchange the ratifi- 
cations of the Treaty between Holland and that country, has 
published an account of his voyage in one of the Batavia scion- 
tific periodicals, The following remarks of Mr. Loudon on 
Singapore will be read with interest 

“The manner in which the European residents of Singapore divide 
their time, appears to me less suitable for these tropical parts than that 

which prevails with us, The day can only be said to begin with them 
about nine o'clack in the morning. They then partake of a very plentiful 
dgeuner a la fourchette, with tea, wine, and beer, and afterwards, about 
ten, betake themselves to their offices, or pay visits until three o'clock. 
At one o'clock many have luncheon, consisting of bread, some fruit, 
cheese, &e. They take no siesta, but retire to rest about nine or ten 
‘oclock—if there is a dinner party, which is generally about seven, then the 
hour is rather later, but seldom much later. 

“The traffic in the town is as great as in the largest commercial towns 
in Europe. We see here the same bustle of merchants, workmen, porters, 
cabmen, &c., pressing hither and thither; an Eastern tinge pervades the 
whole from the number of Asiatic races we see crowding together. Arabs, 

“Chinese, Bengalees, Klings, Malays, Javanese, Siamese, are heard address- 
ing each other or rather shoutingin their several languages. The quarters 
of the different Asiatic foreigners are well and regularly They cover 
the greatest part of the town, The liar neatness of ours is however 
almost wholly wanting. At ‘the quays lie hundreds of boats and cargo 
boats which keep up the communication with the harbour crowded with 
ships; these are mostly manned by Klings, who speak English, however 
imperfectly. Many of them also speak French. 

“It is reckoned that there are 75,000 Chinese on the island, amongst 
whom a constant mutation, caused by arrivals and departures, takes place, 
a circumstance which naturally interferes very much with the maintenance 
of good yo'ice among them, The Chinese quarters are regularly built ; 
they are :o commanded by the forts on the hills that by afew hours 
cannonade they could be destroyed. The probability. that such a mea- 
sure might be found necessary, does not seem to have been lost sight of 
by the English. And with justice, for a more unruly set than the Chinese 
of Singapore it would be difficult to mect with elsewhere. 

“The Chinese are the only persons who attempt a little cultivation. 
They are here the only vegetable gardeners ; potatoes and cabbages are 
imported in large quantities from Batavia. 

“ The roads which intersect the town and the environs are well laid out, 
but are not so well made ; they are deficient in hardening material, so 
that in rainy weather they are suon reduced to the state of pools of mud 
and in very dry weather they are, as it were, blown away. 

“The public works are maintained by convicts. The work done by 
them well merits attention. ‘The fort‘fications and the church are speci 
mens of it. ‘The work tumed out by these convicts is of first-rate quality. 
There ought to be 2,000 of them, but at present there are only 1,.00. 
Their numbers are now kept up, because people at Singapore have de- 
clared against the importation of convicts, in consequence of which the 
Andaman islands were selected as a place of banishment, f 

“The inhabitants of Singapore are now beginning to repent of their 
opposition. ‘The convicts are the best workmen, much cleverer than the 
Chinese, who obstinately adhere to their own of doing things. 

“The garrison, which is chiefly composed of native troops, is too 
weak, but a European regiment is expected very soon, The naval 
station, consisting of one steam man-of-war, is also too weak. Com. 
plaints have been made on the subject, because people were not without 
apprehension from the extension of French influence in this part of the 
world, In its present condition Singapore could not defend itself, and 
could be casily taken by a coup de main.”

The 
catalogue con-iMed of 1,319 los. Mr. William Russell, to whom the col- 
Jection belonys, is well known as an enthusiastic virtuoso in the study of 
Oriental art, and it is said that he has been engaged for the last thirty 
years in forming this extraordinary museum. It would be impossible to 
attempt anything like a description of the many beautiful specimens of 
the choicest colours and most elegant forms in the vases, bottles, and 
smaller objee:s, some of which are unique. We may mention patticularly 
asei-zreen crackle jar, sixteen inches high, formerly in the celebrated 
Fontiill coll. ction of Mr. Beckford; a complete tea service, of old 
eg: hell ch na, also from the Beckford collection, consisting of nineteen 
pieces. ‘his was of the rare crimson, with white medallions, con- 
taining groups of flowers engraved in Indian ink, edges of gold, 
and other parts touched in colour, This choice set was sold in 
separate lots, which averaged about five guineas. A mottled vase, in 
patchs of bright colou's,the neck in imitation of lacquer, with mother-of- 
pearl inlaid, twen ne inches high; a curiousstand, in the shape of a vain- 
pire, formed in China, coloured crimson and purple; a crab, exactly modelled 










































minutely carved in ivory, and stained to imitate the colour of 
ther singular example of the ‘The enamels on 
are also equally fine specimens, some being extremely rare in qua- 
fitgrand well one. poke veto the date at which it is conjectured 
they were made. Lot 392. A deep dish or basin, enamelled, with tur- 
quolse and lapis lazuli ground, on which are figures of ladies plying 
tausical instruments, is a rare example of the earliest kind. $87. Abowl, 
ornamented with flowers, birds, and fish, in very bright colour, has 
father a Persian character, and is a piece of rare quality. 350, 
‘A basin in fine colour flowers on the imperial yellow, is another 
noticeable specimen; and there is a very gorgeous capstand for the 
table, which was brought from the Summer Palace.

Some of the sacrificial vessels, the wine-cups, and the incense 
burners, are attributed in the catalogue to a period 1,200 years before the 
Christian era, but this is rather a romantic guess. That they are ancient 
has been determined by the researches of M. Stanislaus Julien, who gives 
163 years B.c. as the date of the earliest. It is incredible that these 
bronze vases should have been preserved so much better than those of 
ancient Greek workmanship, of which it is extremely rare to see any but 
in the most delicate state of decay. Most of these Chinese vessels are as 
fresh as when they were made. Probably this may be due to the ancient 
museums which were formed, according to Confucius, by the virtuosi 
before his time; but the date of 1,200 years before Christ is mythical 
Much of the ornament upon these vases is very ingenious, though it is 
singular to observe how little variety there is, and how the earliest forms 
seem to be repeated even down to the pattern of the Imperial capstand 
from the Summer Palace. 
‘A sum of £250, collected at Hong Kong and Shanghai, has just been 
handed to the treasurer of the National Lifeboat Instituiion. 
An engraving of the China Mercantile Steam Navigation Company's 
steamer John Bright, which left Gravesend on the 22nd of August last, 
appears in the Illusirated London News of March 7.

Mr. H. N. Lay, the Inspector-General of Chinese Customs, has left

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
BURMESE PRIZE MONEY. 
(Feb. 26th.) Colonel Noni inquired why the prize money earned in 
the Burmese war, which terminated ten years ago, had aot been paid.—Sir 
C. Woop said the Government had every reason to suppose that the 
money was in proces of distribution till they discovered accidentally last 
September that the prize roll of the men had not been received. The list 
of men who had received medals, which was substantially the same, was at 
once sent out, and he had no doubt it would answer the purpose. He 
could not at all account for the manner in which the mistake had occurred, 
no representations concerning the non-arrival of the list having reached 
the Home Government. He hoped there would be no further delay. 
TRANSMISSION OF TENTILE FABRICS TO INDIA AND CHINA. 

(26th.) Colonel Sykes asked the Secretary to the Treasury on what 
grounds British manufé ind others were prohibited from transmitting 
to India and Hong Kong specimens of textile fabrics of British manu- 
facture under the book post restrictions, as they were permitted to transmit 
them to France and elsewhere.—Mr. F. Pent. stated that, with the single 
exception of France, with which country special postal arrangements were 
ma n the beginning of 1861, the Post-office did not undertake to carry 
specimens of textile fabrics or other trade patterns ; and he was informed 
there were considerable difficulties in the way of the general adoption of 
a pattern-post, 


“NAVAL ESTIMATES.—GUNROATS, &C., FOR CHINA. 

(26th.) Mr. Ware, in a Committee on Naval Estimates, asked by 
what authority gunboats, stores, and ammunition belonging to Her 
Majesty's Government had been handed over to the Emperor of China, 
If these had been paid for, an account of the money ought to be furnished. 
—Lord Patmenston: The arrangement to which the bon. member 
refers was one sanctioned by Her Majesty's Government upon consider- 
ations which they deemed sufficient, it being very desirable, with a view to 
he security of our commerce and the safety of British subjects, that 
tranquillity should be restored in China. The whole expense of the 
operations to which the hon. member refers will be defrayed by the Chinese 
Government, and will not entail pecuniary liabilities on Her Majesty's 
Government.

(26tb.) Mr. H. Baittie moved the following resolution :—* That 
whereas by a Royal Proclamation addressed to the native Princes and

CHINA PRIZE MONEY, 

(March 2nd.) Colonel W. Stuart asked the Secretary of Statefor War 
whether any prize money was coming to the truops engaged in the China 
expedition of 1860, from the sale of guns, &c., captured from the enemy ; 
and, if #0, whether it was likely soon to be distributed. — Sir G. C. Lewis 
said the commander-in-chief on the spot determined the question practi- 
cally by collecting the loot, selling it by auction, and dividing the proceeds 











among the t ‘hat course was not in strict accordance with the rules 
of the service, but it was subsequently sanctioned and approved by the 
Secretary of State.

ARMY ESTIMATES —FORCES IN CHINA. 

(9th.) Sir G. C, Lewis, after stating some of the changes which the 
army estimates of this year had undergone, and that the estimate would be 
as nearly as sible £1,000,000 less than it was last year, sai 
present year there was a considerable extraordinary expense for the army 
on certain foreign stations, and therefore this «ould not be considered an 
ordinary year of peace expenditure, in consequence of the sums which 
were on account of Chi land, and British North 
America. In 1858 the military charge for Br North America was 
£235,000; this year it was £887,000. In 1838 the charge for New Zea- 
land was £86,000; the estimate for the present year amounted to 
£347,000, In the four years from 1853 to 1857 inclusive the military 
expense for the China station were £84,000., while the estimate for this 
year was #884,000. Taking these three items together, they had a com- 
Parison of £455,000 with 1,568,000, showing that in the present year they 
voted certain extraordinary charges in respect of those three foreign 
stations. He referred to the departments in which reductions had been 
made, and then came to the strength of the army. The total number of- 
men which he asked the committee to vote was 148,242, as compared with 
152,408 last year, making a diminution of 4,061 men upon the strength of 
the army. 
men in each battalion. There was no reduction in the number of bat- 
talions, but it was proposed thet there should be a reduction of 100 rank 
and file in all battalions serving at home and in the colonies. except at 
Ceylon, where there was generally only one battalion, and also excepting 
the battalions serving in China and New Zealand, and the first five bat- 
talions for foreign service. It was impossible for any person to form a 
correct notion of our military system unless he paid attention to the distri- 
bution of our army. In 1862-3 the battalions of infantry were distributed 
as follows:—At home, 40; in the colonies, 45; in India, 56. 
‘There was a striking difference in this respect between our urmy and the 
armies of the continental Powers, some of which, like those of Austria and 
Prussia, never went beyond their respective kingdoms. ‘The right hon 
baronet concluded by moving that 148,242 men be voted for the ensuing 
year.— General Peer. said the rule he had formerly laid down of adding 
two O's to the number of men, it would be found, would enable them to 
arrive pretty nearly at the cost of the army. This year they would find 
that that calculation was affected by two regiments of infantry being 
employed in China, which were not included in the totel force. It was 
of very little use to deal with the estimates when they had once voted the 
number of men. ‘The exception to the forces included in the appendix 
was the charge relating to the native Indian troops employed in China, 
the numbers or any detail of the expense of which there were no means of 
ascertaining. They were told that they were paid out of the military chest 
in China, but the number of men varied from 3,000 to 10,000, and it was 
impossible to tell at what it stood at any time. Yer after year he had 
asked that this charge might be brought under the annual estimates, and 
though he admitted that the present accounts were clearer than they had 
been hitherto, he found that while the charges for the force in China 
speared, in the total estimate, the number of men was not included. 
le wished also to draw attention to the advantages poscessed by officers 
in China over the officers of other regiments in consequence of their 
receiving the Indian pay and allowance. A major-general commanding 
in China received four times the amount received by any major-general 
employed elsewhere, and his aide-de-eamp, who might be a subaltern 
officer, received actually more pay than a major-general elsewhere. The 
major-general commanding at Hong Kong received £2,535, and his aide- 
de-camp 4697; while at Ceylon the major-general received only £691, 
and the aide-de-camp £ He wanted to prevent the Government 
having the power of employing any troops beyond those which were in 
cluded in the estimates, and it was therefore his intention to move 
that the total number of men proposed to be voted should be 
increased by the strength of the China regiments—Sir G. C. 
Lewis said he had considered the subject referred to by the right 
hon. gentleman, whether or not to increase the number proposed in 
the ettimate by those two Indian regiments employed in China, and he 
had come to the conclusion to take the course which he had adopted. In 
the first place, there were no [materials at the War-office by which they 
could ascertain the press numbers of the two Indian regiments; and at 
all events he had followed the course which had been pursued for many 
years with respect to the force at Labuan. Th: sum proposed to be 
voted in the present year for the force at Labuan was £4 500, and he 
proposed in this case, as well as that of the two Indian regiments, the 
‘expense should be voted by the House. In former times the money was 
supplied by the Indian treasury, and periodical settlements took place 
with the War.office, but in the present year they had been brought upon 
the estimates.—Colonel Sykes said the question before the committee 
was whether they should pay this year for ‘¥48,000 men or 150,000 men. 
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It seemed to hit the tax of £10 per man in the Indian army acted 
as a direct premium in keeping up the force at the highest possible 
strength. But what was the meaning of this? It was draining the 
country of its very life blood—for the flower of its youth had to be sent 
out to keep up the troops at their proper quota. ‘It was said that the 
number of men in China could not be reduced ; but if it were not for 
our perfidy and our meddling policy, 1,000 men instead of 5,087 would 
be amply sufficient.—Mr, Buxton was disappointed that the Government 
had not instituted any inquiry with a view to the reduction of the forces 
employed in the colonies. He wished that more attention were paid to 
the number of European troops employed in India, for the number had 
been incressed from 40,000 before the mutiny to 70,000 now, with a 
greatly reduced native force to keep in check.—Mr. CxtLpens considered 
that for any reduction that might be proposed in the number of men, 
they must look to the expenditure for the and West Indian colonies 
(Ceylon and Mauritius), which was estimated at £502,000, or to the ex- 
penditure for the establishments in New Zealind and the Cape, for which 
theyfwere asked to vote £575,000. Some explanation was required as to 
why nothing had been done towards making the colonies contribute more 
largely to their expenditure, as recommended by the committee. The 
revenue of Ceylon was £767,000 a-year, ite expenditure was only 
£700,000, He was aware that Ceylon eontributed to the allowances of 
troops and also to their commissariat charyes, but he thought the colony 
should pay more than £24,000. ‘Ihe Mauritius cost us £150,000; its 
revenue was between £500,000 and 1600,000; and he doubted whether 
it contributed more than J-16th of its revenue. He thought at least 
£100,000 ought to be advanced by these two plantations. Mr. Seymour. 
regretted the hon. member had not given notice of his motion. He enter 
tained no doubt that 10,000 men might be struck off the votes, consider- 
in: the unusually large number of men voted for the navy. Even ia the 
yeomanry and volunteer votes he thought a reduction was desirable, and 
that the yeomanry force might be made more efficient. In the adminis- 
tration of the army he found there were two enormous departments which 
were notorious for being in a disorganised state. Their united cost was 
£218,000, Then, again, there were other colonics besides those men~ 
tioned by the hon member for Pontefract. In China we had nearly 
6,000 men; he wished to know what was the necessity of this per- 
manent force among a race of men s0 peaceable as the Chinese. 
‘This force vost £560,000. No doubt white the present administration of 
the army lasted, some of those charges were inevitable, but why should 
not the system of administration be changed? But though he should be 
glad to see those reductions, he was not prepared to tote for the amend- 

out notice. — After a few words. 
from Mr. TREFUSIS, the committee divided: —For the vole, 77; for the 
amendment, 19—majority, 58. The vote was agreed to. On the vote of 
£5,09,733 for the general staff and regimental pay, allowances, and 
charges, General Peet ssid he felt bound to propose a reduction in this 
vote of the sum of £38,000 proposed for “the re-payment to the Indian 
Government for the pay and clothing of two regiments of native infantry 
employed in China.” “The right hon. gentleman complained of the em= 
ployment of these troops in China, and said the only way to prevent it 
would be by negativing the sum altogether.—Sir G. C. Lewis said it 
would be very inconvenient to disallow this sum, and if it were done the 
Government would have to send out two t-uropean batt: which would 
cost as much money to the country. He trusted that it might be in the 
power of the Government to reduce the number of troops in China, but 
they could not reduce the native troops at present. If this motion should 
be unhappily agreed to, the Government would have to revoke the orders 
issued, recalling the troops at Shanghai, and they would have to send out 
others. The vote was regular both in form and substance. —-General PEEL 
said exactly the contrary the right hon gentleman has told the committee 
to that stated by him on previous occasions, His (General Pecl’s) object was 
to prevent any Government from employing a native Indian army in 
China by money of this country without the <ouse having complete con- 
trol over the expenditure. He had specified the force wi ch he wished to 
reduce, and he thought the best thing that could be done would be to get 
rid of all the troops which were in China. —Mr. W. Fonsrer said the 
committee ought not to vote money for men which they had not voted. 
Mr, Witttaats supported the amendment on the ground that the pro- 
ceeding was unconstitutional.—Sir G. C. Lewis said there was not the 
smallest force in the objection to the vote on the ground of its being un- 
constitutional; nor could he understand why the gallant general should 
desire to substitute European troops for native Indians. The Government 
were desirous of withdrawing all the troops from the coasts of China, and 
were making great efforts todo so. The motion was somewhat ca sricious, 
because the gallant general did not object to the sum of £4,500 for the 
pay of troops at Labuan, which was in the same category. It would not 
improve the service or promote economy by negativing this sum of ¢38,000. 
—Mr. Waurre supported the amendment.—Mr. Dovsos said the amend- 
ment was one more of form than of substance. The reziments in question 
could not be included in the 148,000 men voted, because the exact number 
of men composing them was not known. It would perhaps have been 
more correct it they had appeared not in the estimates, but on separate 
sheets,—Sir GC. Lewts observed that if the two regiments had bee. in~ 
cluded in the total number of inen voted, they would have been made subject 
to the English Mutiny Act.—After some observationsfrom Mr. Kin ain 
and Mr. H. Baring, the He divided, and the amendment was lost by 
six votes. On the vote of £5,709,733 for the general staff and regimental 
pay, allowances, and charges, General PRES wished to put a question, 
which probably could be best answered by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, namely, whether this capitation rate was a fixed payment from the 
Indian Government to the Treasury, or whether it is merely matter of 
account, in which the Indian Government had the power of setting off 
any claim they might have for services rendered to the Imperial Govern- 
ment? He recollected it was stated before the military organisation com- 
mittee that there were at one time five open accounts with the Indian 
Government on account of Chinese and Persian wars. The consequence 
of this system was that the House of Commons had no power over the 
expenditure, and that was distinctly stated by no less an authority than the 
late Lord Herbert, in his evidence before the committee. —The Cuan- 
cEtton of the ExcHeQven said the best answer he could give to the right 
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hon. gentleman would be to state that ever since he had been in office the 
‘attention of the Government had been given to the public expediency, 
and almost necessity, of winding up the complicated pecusiary relations 
that had grown up Fetween the Indian Government and the Government 
athome. He trusted when making his financial statement to be able to 
show that there were no outstanding claims of any importance. —fieneral 
Peer said the right hon. gentleman had not ‘answered his question. 
‘What he wished to know was whether, if Indian troops wore emploved in 
China or elsewhere, they must be paid for out of the grant voted for 
army purposes, or whether they might be paid for bya sct-olof claims on 
the part of the Indian Government against the Home Government. All 
he wanted was that the vote should be submitted to the House as it stood, 
and that the charge should pot be transferred from one vote to another. 


APFAIRS IN JAPAN. 
(18th.) Mr. H. Ssyaour called the attention of the House to recent 
oecurrences in Japan, and moved for papers. He said he thought that 
the Government ought to be very careful in their selection of agents to be 
sent to Japan. Since the opening of the ports, in 1858, he believed that 
two British agents had been recalled for misconduct. First, Mr. Hodgson 
was recalled; and then Mr. Morrison had been sent home to answer some 
accusations which had been made against him of conduct which, to say the 
east of it, was very indiscreet. From the papers which had been laid on 
the table, it now appeared that Colonel Neale also was at variance with 
part of the population there. He did not wish to cast any blame upon 
Colonel Neale, but he wished to know whether any further despatches had 
been sent home than had yet appeared, and which seemed to be referred 
to in the papers published. Or if Colonel Neale had not written any 
further despatches, would his hon. friend state so publicly. One further 
question he had to ask was, what steps the Government intended to take 
in consequence of the outrages which had been perpetrated on British 
subjects in Japan.—Mr. Laan, in reply, said that his hon. friend had 
been very much misinformed with respect to Mr. Consul Morris That 
gentleman was not sent to this country to have his conduct it 
but he came home after a considerable residence in Japan, during which 
his health had become impaired. It was quite true that charges had been 
made against him in the Singapore papers, and when those charges were 
brought to the notice of the Poreigu-olfice, they immediately instituted an 
inquiry, and the result was the eutire acquittal of Mr. Consul Morrison. It 
was true that Mr. Morrison had struck a Japanese, and the Government had. 
thought it necessary to express ite disapprobation of his conduct on that 
occasion, and it was to be hoped that when he returned he would be more 
careful in his dealings with avd treatment of the natives. But at the same 
time he ¢ Mr. Layard) must be allowed to say that Mr. Consul Morrison 
was one of the ablest public servants we had got in the East, fully ac- 
uainted with his consular duties, and enjoying the entire approval of 
British residents in Japan. As regarded the instructions sent out in con- 
sequence of the barbarous murder of Mr. Richardson, the House might be 
perfectly certain that the Government would take such steps a3 were right 
to obtain satisfaction for that outrage; but as the instructions sent out had 
not yee been carried into execution, he could not with propriety lay them 
upon the tible. The hon. gentleman had asked whether Colonel Neale 
had sent to England any observations in reference to the accus:tions made 
against him by the merchants in Japan, and the answer was that no such 
statement had been sent to England by Colonel Neale. He believed that 
after the despatch printed in the blue book had been written a good under- 
standing was restored between Colonel Neale and the merchants, and 
therefore the colonel very wisely thought it better not to carry on the con- 
troversy. 





























MUTINY OF THE CHINESE TROOPS. 

* (18th.) Colonel SyKxs asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, whether the Government would communicate to the House auy 
farther papers, in continuation of those of the session of 1802, respecting 
the progress of affairs in China, particularly in regard to the recent 
mutiny of the drilled Chiness troops under General Burgevine : the accu- 
sation of treason and robbery against that officer; his removal from his 
command, and the issue of a proclamation by the Footae of Shanghai, 
offering a reward of 20,000 dollars for his head; the appointment of Cap: 
tain Holland, of the Royal Marines, by Major-General Staveley, com- 
manding the British force at Shanghai, to the temporary command; the 
refusal of the Chinese troops to accept him as their commander ; and any 
information of the proceedings of Captain Dew, R.N., at Ningpo.—Mr. 
Layagp stated in reply that all the papers which the Foreign office pos- 
sessed on the subject of our relations with China had been laid on the 
table of the House.

FRANCE. 

Commander Bedford Pim, of the British Royal Navy, has had 
au audieuce of the Emperor. He was received in the most 
satisfactory manner by Ilis Majesty, and an interesting conver- 
sation euswted on Captain Pim’s projected transit through Ni 
caragia. The Emperor accepted his book, “'The Gate of the 
Pacitic,” and said he took much interest in the subject. He 
also observed that he should be most happy to assist him in 
every way he could, and added that he highly approved an 
English aud French company being formed to carry out. “ this 
great highway” in European interests. He offered Captain 
Pim to put him ia communication with some of the leading 
capitalists in France, aud he at once gave him a letter to the 
head of a well-known French company. During the interview 
with Captain Pim, which lasted more than half-an-hour, the 
Emperor inspected the maps and plans in the volume presented 
to him. In a word, nothing could be more gracious than the 
mavner in which this English officer was received by His Ma- 
jesty. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AvsrrapaM, March 6, 1863. 

HLRH. the Prince of Orange Nassau, Crown Prince of the 
Netherlands (born September 4, 1849), is betrothed to his 
cousin, the Princess Marie, second daughter of H.R.H. Prince 
Frederick of the Netherlands, Field Marshal, and Admiral of 
the Dutch Navy. The Princess was born July 5, 1841, and is 
consequently in her twenty-second year. The ceremony of 
betrothal was performed at the Palace, at the Hague, on the 
28th ult., the birthday of the father of the Fiancee. 

‘Lhe new Colonial Minister has withdrawn the Bill on the cul- 

ture system in Java, introduced by his predecessor, in order to 
make some alterations in it. It was generally expected that he 
would have made use of the opportunity to give to the house 
and the country a statement of his political tenets, and what 
measures he intends to propose, but in that they were disap- 
pointed, aud nothing of the sort took place. But a still better 
and more natural opportuni'y will be afforded him very shortly, 
when he brings iu the new Colonial Badzet, which was the 
cause of the late Minister’s shipwreck and his own aczession to 
office, or the Bill for regulating the disposal of ths surplus 
colonial revenue, both of which wiil probably be brought in 
before Easter. It is devoutly to be hop «1 thit the q wstion of 
the colonial system will soon be sett ed in a definite and lasting 
manuer, ant thus put a sto) onze for all to the agit fron that 
has prevailed for so long a period ; for it cannot be denied thas 
the present uncertainty on the subject acts most injuriously on 
the commercial and other interests connected directly or indi 
rectly with the colonies. Among other things it is this state 
of uncertainty that has caused the execution of the now tariff 
for Netherlands India to be deiayed. Mr. Rochussen projected 
it as far back as 1853, Mr. London accepted it in 1860, so that 
this uncertainty has been pending for five years. The misfor= 
tune is that since 1858 we have had in this country no less 
than five Colonial Ministers, each of whom had his own idess 
on the subject, and tried to carry out bis own plans iu oppo- 
sition to the wishes of the nation and the majority in both 
Chambers of the States-General. 
* A treaty of amity and commerce concluded between this 
country and the Sandwich Islands has been ratified by the 
Chamber. As it is based on the principle of perfect recipro- 
city. it contains nothing that can be of interest to foreign 
nations ; because, according to the system in force in Holland, no 
comtuercial advantages can be granted to any one nation without 
becoming the general property of all with whom this country 
has existing treaties. 

Tue Goverument has brought in another Bill to prevent a 
great injustice that threatened a large number of the inhabi- 
tants of Java, it having been proposed to make the sous of 
Europeans settled on that island liable to the military consorip- 
tion, aud oblige them to serve in the army if drawn, By the 
uew Bill they will be declared exempt from military service. 

Many of the German Governments are very indignant that 
the introduction of the new commercial code of laws bas been 
declined in the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg. and protests and 
representation on the subject have been made by some of the 
ambassadors at those States at the Hague, calling on this Go- 
vernment to cuforceit as in most of the other States belonging 
to the Gerinan confederation, The demand, however, is as un- 
reasonable as it is unconstitutional ; for Holland has no right to 
interfere in the question, Luxemburg having its own separate 
Parliament and autonomy, its only connection with this country 
being u personal union, the King of the Netherlands being at the 
sate time Grand Duke of Luxemburg. 

A considerable number of soldiers belonging to the cavalry 
and artillery of the home service have arrived at the Colonial 
Military Depot at Harderwyk, having volunteered to join the 
Indian army for six years, for which they each receive a bounty 
of 150 florins, 

Amongst seventeen new Bills brought in by the Government 
is one for confirming the decree published last year by the Go- 
vervor-Geueral of Netherlands India, ordaining the free impor- 
tation of paddy and rice in Java and Madura, and the abolition 
of customs duties on all other articles of food in the Dutch 
possessions in the Eastern Archipelago. 

Messrs. D. Christie and Son, of Kralingen, have undertaken 
a contract with the Colonial Department for the construction of 
a small iron steamer for service in the East Indics, The con- 
tract sum is 3,350 florins, 

A fine new vessel of 1,440 tons, built by Messrs. F. H. and 
C, van Lindern atAlblasserdam for account of a ship-owning 
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‘partnership under the management of Mr. F.H. van Linden, 
shas been christened “ The New Water Road ” (Wieuse Waterweg). 
‘She is intended for the East India trade. 

During the manth of February the number of vessels that 
arrived with cargoes from the East was 34 (against 53 in 
January, 14 in December, and 10 in November), 14 of which 
discharged at Amsterdam, eighteen at Rotterdam, one at 
Middelburg, and one at Dordrecht. Twenty-one brought 
-oargoes for the Netherlands Trading Company, and thirteen for 
the private trade. Nineteen came from Batavia, six from Sama- 
Tang, two from Passaroeang, one from Cheribon, two from 
Sourabaya, one from ‘Tjilatjap, two from Padang, and one from 
Foo-chow-Foo. These vessels have brought 151,672 bags of 
seoffee, of which 105,638 for the Company, and 46,034 for the 
Private trade. 

The Minister of War gives notice thaé in the month of June 
there will be a competitive examination of candidates for 
entrance as cadets in the Royal Military Academy at Breda. 
Applications to be sent to the War-office, up to the lst of 
May. The number of cadetships open is as followa:—A. 
For the home service. Infantry 30, Cavalry 2, Artillery 12, 
Engineers 5. 3B. For the East Indian Army: Infantry 12, 
Cavalry 2, Artillery 8, Engineers 4. C. For service in the 
West Indies: Infantry 2, Artillery 2. 

In one of my former letters I informed your readers of the 
intention of the Dutch Government to send a military expedi- 
tion to Passir (situated in Borneo, eastward of Banjcrmassing), 
‘to punish the Sultan of that country for the assistance he reu- 
dered to the rebels in the late war, It is a part of the usual 
‘Oriental policy always to leave a back-door open to escape 
‘by in case of need. Such a couree haa been followed by 
the Sultan of Passir in this instance, and under the 
‘plea of his having taken up arms in consequence of a 
misunderstanding, has sent in his submission, and con- 
cluded a fresh treaty of peace, thus again obtaining the pro- 
tection of the Dutch flag. The Pangarong Moedah, a neigh- 
bouring chieftain, who acted as the Sultan’s emissary, has been 
suspended from his functions, and sent to Samaranz, where he 
will be kept as a sort of hostage.

COMMERCIAL. 

Corre fully maintains its previous attitude of firmness, and since last 
mail the business done has been very extensive. Company's good ord. 
Java is not to be had under 454 cents, and for small parcels as much as 
46 is paid. ‘The samples of the company’s spring sale are now on show, 
and the valuations been made by the brokers. A great cry out of an 
attempt to rig the market has been made, as the brokers are accused of 
having taken the price of 45 cents for good ord. Java as the basis of their 
valuations, which 1s considered too low, and consequently unfair. How- 
ever, it is a great question whether purchasers will permit themselves to be 
influenced by this fictitious price, and not see through the manceuvre. 
‘The assortment exhibits an almost total absence of coloured coffees, espe- 
cially in the good ord. up to fine descriptions. This was also the case in 
the last autumn sale. Blue Cuba imitations are wanting altogether, and 
of high coloured there are only 1,193 bags (No. 10). Nos. II and 12, 
together 14,737 bags, comtain the whole assortment of hizh coloured 
miadling ; and Nos. 16 and 17, together 16,502 bags, all the good ord. 
green that will be offered for sale. It is therefore to be expected that 
these numbers will fetch a comparatively very high price. On the other 
hand, there isa large assortment of pale and bright descriptions, No. 25 
(7,339 bags), (13,279 bags), ard No. 27 (11,400 bags), are not 
of clean taste, No, 28 (7,151 hags), and No. 29 (2,967 bags) are sticky. 

Among the sales by private trade importers are 1,683 bags of Java, ex 
James Graham, at 45 to 46, and 529 bags, ex, same ship, at 
46; 1,000 bays of Padang, second quality, at 96}; 288 bags 
of green Java, cx Princess Amalia, at 444; 1,245 bags of Padang. 
ex Cathari.a Maria, at 45 to 455; 1,015 do., second quality, ex 
same ship, at 36) ; 4,900 bags of Java, ex Alblasserwuard, at 45; to 46; 
8,216 bags do., ex Benvoirlich, at 43}, 16, and 47; and GOO bags of 
Padang, second quality, at 36}. ‘The deliveries in February were 24,809 
bags, which is about the same as last year. The disposable stocks of 
company's goods on warrants are 67,413 bags, against 35,909 last year. 
‘The unsold coffve in the company’s warehouses is 531,940 bags (including 
the quantity for the spring sale), against 509,047 in 1862. 

Ti:a.—‘The sale by auction of the cargo, ex Crouch Brothers, from 
Foo-chow-Foo, was well attended, and went off with spirit, realising full 
prices. Only a few lots were bought in, but they were disposed of by 
private contract immediately after the sale. 

Sucar. ~The raw market is giving evident signs of recovery from its 
late depression, There has been a lively demand both for home refiners 
and exportation, and prices have rather improved. Among the sales were 
208 kranjangs and 739 mats of Samaranz, No. 19, fine steam made, at 
374 8.; 425 kr. of Cheribon, No, 10} to 15, at 26 and 33 f. ; 445 kr. 
of Passaroeang, No. 154, fine steam, at 34} @., to be received on board; 
2.189 kr. of Passaroeang, ex Star of the North, No. 124, tine quality, at 
30] fl. ; 622 kr. of ditto, ex same ship, No. 17}, fine steam, at 31 fl;

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BRITISH INTERESTS IN CHINA. 

Iw a pithy and suggestive pamphlet lately published under 
the title of “England's Mission in the East,” Mr. S. Laine 
explains the recent restoration of Indian Finance, and endeavours 
to show what a brilliant prospect there is for British India in 
the future. He does not consider that there is the least pro- 
bability or even possibility of another mutiny; he affirms that 
the mass of people in the independent States would prefer being 
under British rule ; he notes the extraordinary growth of public 
opinion within the last few years, and that this opinion is 
favourable to our interests ; he points out the es'ablishment of 
Legislative Councils with open discussion as a great turning- 
point in the history of India, and expresses his views on several 
topics—such, for example, as the Rent and Indigo Questions. 
and the Law of Contract—which have recently excited attent-on, 
“ England’s Mission in the East” naturally involves some dis- 
cussion of our relations with the Chinese, and Mr. Latno shows 
how intimately the prosperity of India and the course of trade 
between India and England are affected by the commercial 
relations between India and China, “‘Ciose China (he snys) to 
“ the trade of India, and in the first place India loses £5,000,000 
“ of revenue derived from opium, which must be replaced by 
“ oppressive taxation ; in the next place, it becomes impossible 
“ for India to remit to England the annual balanceof £10,000,000 
“‘ which she owes for expenses of the Government ; and lastly, 
“ the export trade of English manufactures to India is crippled 
“ by the inability of India to maintain her usual imports. So 
“ intimately are the most distant nations linked together by the 
“complex ties of modern commerce, that the sacking of a 
“ Chinese province by a horde of Taipings may lead to a drain 
“ on the bullion in the Bank of England aud a stoppage of work 
“in the looms of Lancashire. Such is the indirect effect of our 
“ commerce with China; the direct effect is even more obvious, 
“ A single Chinese article of export—ten—gives the English 
“ Treasury £4,000,000 of revenue, and supplies what has 
“ become a necessary of life to our whole population.” 

There is no denying there statements, and on the strength of 
them Mr. Larne goes on to defend the course recently alopted 
by our Government and the policy of assisting the Imperialists, 
by allowing them to engage the services of English officers and 
civilians. Mr. L.ainc urges the plea of necessity for the policy 
he advocates. The Taipings are simply land-pirates—as pirates 
then let us treat them; the Chinese Government must either be 
regenerated or perish ; let us, through the help of Mr. Lay 
and Captain SHERARD Ospory, attempt its regeneration ; the 
extension of our trade will infullibly involve us in difficulties if 
anarchy is suffered to prevail; let us strike at the root of it by 
creating a resprctable force, and rcorganising the financial 
administration, “so as to enable the Chinese Government to 
“* suppress the Taiping rebellion, and maintain peace, order, and 
“ its own independence.” 

Of course Mr. Laine’s main position, like that necessarily 
occupied by the Government in all discussions on Anglo-Chinese 
policy, is the maintenance and strengthening of our commercial 
interests in the Far East. With all our hearts we say ‘ Amen” 
toany course which keeps that end in view, provided it be based 
on sound principles, and is not hastily sanctioned to obviate a 
present inconvenience. We do not say that the recent policy of 
the Government may not ultimately be the wisest, considering 
the vast interests we have at stake in China; but we do say that 





the result to which it will eventually lead is so stupendous, that 


i, | before receiving official sanction it ought to have been discussed, 


and ratified by the Legislature of the country. 








‘THE PROPOSED REDUCTION OF THE TEA DUTY. 

Poxrnes sre in this respect less ennobling than religion, that 
no man is willing to be a martyr to them, so far as facing a Budget 
debate in the House is concerned. Even the great Conservative 
split which divided that renowned party into Free Traders 
and Protectionists, did not and has not yet produced one single 
mran who dares to look the principle of Free Trade in the face, 
and boldly follow it out to its utmost practical results. Tod 
maintain that, in the present stage of civilisation, it is the duty 
of any disciple to push any mere doctrinaire theory to its extreme 
logical conclusions, is to insist upon his converting, or possibly 
subverting, society. We are but paying for the erroncous policy 
of our ancestors, as well as our own, in having to tax all manu- 
factures,no matter how roughly manipulated, at the very moment 
that we are preaching unlimited free trade, and the sneer is 
always ready that we are willing enough to admit, duty free, 
the raw material which we no longer produce, but that we are 
yet more ready to hamper by excessive import duties the opera- 
tions of capital, both at home and abroad. There is some little 
justice in the sarcasm, especially in the caso of the tea duty, 
which actually amounts to 100 per cent. on the average price in 
bond ; but this proceeds chiefly from the apparent inability 
of the general public to comprehend how it may happen that 
a principle may be essentially sound, but may not be susceptible 
of a crucial test in practice. Such is the case with Free Trade. 
We read Bastiat’s Sophismes Economiques, or Mr. Coppen’s, or 
Mr. Vittier’s Free Trade Hall speeches of twenty years since, 
and we wonder how it is possible to gainsay them. We turn 
to our Free Trade CHANCELLOR of the EXcHEQUER in 1862-63, 
and we find him imposing a duty of 1s. 5d. per lb. upon tea, 
or in other words a war-tax upon what has now become an 
article of prime necessity, and ought, therefore, by every 
analogy to be classed with raw material. ‘That represents, in 
the present instance, the measure of the mulct which our 
China trade has to pay for our ignorance in past times of the 
principles of political economy. 

Now, this is manifestly unfair. The China trade has been. 
built up almost entirely within the Free Trade Era, and it 
seems hard that enterprise should be hampered, and ventures 
jeopardised, by the uncertainty that must always prevail when 
any article of enormous and ever-increasing cousumption is 
taxed at war prices. Whole markets are deranged by the bare 
announcement of what ought to be a blessing—a financial sur- 
plus admitting of a material reduction of general taxation ! 
Where and how ought such a measure of relief to be distri- 
buted, according to every rule of common sense and even 
common justice? Surely among those articles which are con- 
fessedly taxed at war rates. But if, on the contrary, a surplus 
is avnounced, and there is no definite understanding in what 
direction taxes are to be reduced or removed, the utmost agita- 
tion must always unhinge the market ; and hence the important 
meeting of merchants and others interested held on the 25th 
ult., of which a brief summary appeared in our last issue. 
Mr. Giapstone, though a staunch free trader, seems reluctant 
to, acknowledge the fact that in proportion as you forestall & 
genuine Demand by reduction of taxation, or opening new ficlds. 
of enterprise, or affording additional facilities of transport, in 
that saime ratio you promote the prospects of every branch 
of trade concerned in the business of Supply. London has 
increased about fifty per cent. of population within the last thirty 
years, yet the traffic has increased above 2,000 per cent., owing 
to the systematic substitution of lines of cheap omnibuses and 
carefully regulated cabs, and subterranean lines of rail, and 
penny steamers, for the expensive, dirty old hackney coaches, 
and neat but exorbitant wherries, which were all we had at the 
former epoch. Railroads have far more than quintupled the 
traffic over even great distances. Letters actually contribute 
more to the revenue now than they did in the days of eightpenny 
postages, and that despite an infinitely greater proportional 
increase of staff expenses. In a word, the great lesson of the 
last twenty years is, that you may develop a sound trade,—by 
which we mean one not dependent on fashion, or a precarious 
staple,—almost illimitably, provided you restrain it within those 
slight limits alone which are necessary to enable it to pay its 
own way. 

Tea, sugar, silk, and tobacco, however, are the principal 
stand-bys of sorely badgered Chancellors of the Exchequer. 
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‘The meeting was aware of this, and consequently did not de- 
mand that Mr. Giapstone should forego all return from the tea 
duties. It felt that, however undeservedly, the tea trade must 
contribute more than its proportion to the Imperial Revenue, 
and all it asked was that the CHaNceLtor of the Exchequer 
should not nibble at any alteration he may propose, but give 
the public the full bencfit of such a decided reduction as shall 
at once make itself appreciable in the market. When a tax is 
producing a sum of £6,000,000 per annum, it isa severe 
temptation to an orator like Mr, GuapstoveE to obtain financial 
reputation by such apparently inappreciable differences as 1d. for 
2d. per Ib. We beg to inform Mr. Guapstone that, however 
conducive to his self-esteem such veritable leger-de-muin—such 
dexterous light-fingeredness—may prove, the public, of whose 
verdict Lord Patmerston’s Cabinet openly professes to be the 
exponent, will not thank him for any such paltering with their 
comfort, and with a great interest. There was not a man at the 
meeting already alluded to whom any slight alteration in the 
tea duty could affect otherwise than beveficially ; for the 
public will insist on having tea at even pence, and any profit 
therefrom involved in an alteration upon so small a scale, must 
virtually go into the pockets of the “teamen” in China, or the 
retailer at home, so that the great houses represented would 
simply be shipping more tea upon much the same terms. Tho 
Chairman stated that when tea was taxed at 2s. 2d. per Ib., the 
Exchequer benefited to the extort of £5,100,000 ; when the 
duty was reduced to 1s. 5d. per lb. the increase rose half a 
million, the duty for 1862 figuring for £5,600,000. A uniform 
duty of 18, would, we verily belicve, raise the revenue from that 
source far above £6,000,000, and would enable the public to 
benefit in a manner so decided, as to render it extremely pro- 
bable that the now proverbial expansibility of the trade would 
ere long run the revenue up to an almost fabulous figure. 


In fact, the proposed reduction, supposing the new fields 
rapidly opening in Assam, Java, and Japan do not materially 
affect the market, would still represent a duty of 60 per cent, 
upon the assumed average price in bond of 1s. 6d. per lb., upon 
which the duties are based ; and it would indeed justify cavil to 
find a Free Trade CHANCELLOR of the ExcHeQuer professing 
Tiberalism by a reduction of 40 per cent. as a sop, and a spurious 
Conservatism by the reteution of 60 as a fact, Yet such was 
the position most clearly proved by Mr. THomas Barina, and 
which, we say, amply justified the motion that such an import 
duty “interferes with the extension of our commerce with 
China, as also with the consumption and daily comforts of the 
community.” 

These last words open up a most prolific field of argument, 
connected with some of the most important social questions of 
the day. If ever the demon of intemperance is to be struck down 
in this country, it will be when a wise and economic system of 
taxation reduces imposts upon articles of primary necessity for 
the working classes. The expense of the administration of 
justice in all its branches last year represented a sum of uo less 
than £1,900,000, including criminal labour, which ought not to 
compete with free labour. How much would be saved on this 
one item were “the cup that cheers but not inebriates” 
brought home to every poor man’s cottage, and enabled to rival 
the flaunting gin-palace at the corner of the squalid London 
alley? We cannot, if only on this ground, agree with Mr. 
Crawrorp's reservation in seconding Mr. Bartna's motion, that 
“he must wait till he heard what the CHancettor of the Ex- 
CHEQUER proposed to do with the sugar duties.” The very 
fact that the two duties are, as he truly said, intimately con- 
nected with each other, should have shown him that such an 
argument was, if not futile, at least only equivalent to saying 
that half a loaf was equal to a whole one. T) reduce the tea 
duties, and Icave the sugar duties untouched, secms to us the 
very height of inconsistency. For every additional cup of tea 
that is drunk, a proportionate quantity of sugar is consumed, 
80 that any:hing that increases the consumption of the one must 
increase that of the other, while any relief of one must be only 
partial, unless the other share alike. However, half a loaf is 
better than no bread. We are glad to find the question mooted 
80 temperately and reasonably, and trust the action taken by 
the meeting will have its legitimate effect upon the calculations 
of Mr, Guapstoxg, so that the Budget of 1863-64 will sco this 
great boon conferred upon the toiling millions of our fellow- 
countrymen, to the hardly Jess immediate relief of our middle- 
class merchants, who are building up our mercantile repute in 
the Far East. 





THE TRADE OF THE FAR EAST IN THE PAST 
YEAR. 


WE proceed, as is our custom, to pass under review the 
trade of the Eastern countries of which our journal takes 
cognizance, now that we are in possession of sufficient data to 
enable us to institute comparisons, and we commence with a 
retrospect of the trade of Singapore and Siam. Looking first 
at the imports of Singapore from Great Britain, we are neces- 
sarily struck with the large decline in the imports of Man- 
chester goods, shirtings, madapollams, chintzes and prints, 
and dyed cloths—a circumstance attributable to the high 
prices prevailing on this side. The only textiles that 
have kept up to the quantities of the previous year are 
domestics, cambrics, and Turkey red cloths. In the import of 
beer and wines there is a material decline shown. The imports 
of metals show a large increase. The trade in muskets seems 
now to be monopolised by the Continent. 

The declared value of our exports of British manufactures to 
Singapore, which averaged about one million in 1857 and 1858, 
rose in 1859and 1860 to £1,500,000, and fell in 1861 again to 
one million. The chief decline is in cotton manufactures and 
woollens. The imports it is satisfactory to see have gone on 
steadily increasing, as is shown by a progressive increase in the 
computed net value from £763,489 in 1858, to £1,913,426 in 
1861. While gutta-percha is scarcely increasing (although 
there was a recovery last year), there is a large increase in the 
production of india-rubber from the East. The average im- 
ports of gutta-percha have been 19,000 cwts. in the last four 
years. In 1861 we received 13,357 cwt. of caoutchouc from 
Singapore. The imports of sago keep uniform at about 150,000 
wt. in the last four years. The exports of pepper from Singa- 
pore to Great Britain show a steady increase. In 1861 the 
shipments were large, 55,500 piculs ; but in 1862 the exports 
were nearly 67,000 piculs of black pepper, besides 19,578 
piculs of white; of nutmegs and mace the exports last 
year to the United Kingdom were 685 piculs, aud 802 piculs to 
other quarters, There was an increased export of sticlac, 5,883 
piculs against 2,262 piculs in the previous year. In coffee 
there is a decline of 7,400 piculs, but in sapanwood there is an 
increased export of 1,200 piculs, The trade in gambier still 
keeps large—this being the exclusive product of the island of 
Singapore—156,270 piculs were shipped to Great Britain, 
9,138 to India, 77,142 to Europe, and 30,461 to the United 
States. The only other articles sent to this country deserving 
of notice are pearl shells—904 piculs, an increase of 200 on 
the previous year; tortoiseshell 3,176 catties, a small in- 
crease ; camphor, 2,177 piculs; gum benjamin, 658 picals ; 
and gamboge, 205 piculs. The export of antimony ore has 
ceased, and tea shows a decline of 6,300 piculs as compared 
with 1861, when our imports were unusually large, 60,058 
ewts. The direct trade with the Continent of Europe shows a 
decline on almost every article in quantity as compared with the 
previous year. The rice trade shows imports for 1862 
amounting to 1,078,733 piculs, of which 450,559 were re- 
exported. ‘The sugar imports were 77,832 piculs, and the 
exports 47,797 piculs, With China the export trade is chiefly 
restricted to opium, which took 810 chests, cotton 534 bales, 
pepper 30,528 piculs, betel nuts 25,839 piculs, rice 167,787 
piculs, rattans 44,848 piculs, ebony 5,478 piculs, and sapan- 
wood 7,368 piculs. The chief imports from China were tea 
4,633 piculs, tobacco 8,743, silk 772, alum 2785, cassia bark 
1,246, and camphor 3,868 piculs, The trade of the year was 
carried on in 2,167 punts and boats, and 1,069 square-rigged 
vessels, importing goods to the value of $26,208 528 ; and 
2,198 native craft, and 1,108 square-rigged vessels, which 
exported merchandise valued at $18,805,102, making an aggre- 
gate trade of upwards of nine millions sterling. Although this 
is a less aggregate trade than on some previous years at this 
great entrepdt, yet it must be borne in mind that European 
trade and commerce generally were very dull last year. The 
American war and the Manchester distress having greatly inter- 
fered with shipments, 

We pass on now toa considcration of the commerce of Siam 
—a country with which we hope to see a much larger trade 
carried on before many years are over. We are glad to perceive 
that although our import trade from Siam docs not increase, 
our exports of British manufactures are progressing. The value 
of the imports of Siamese products have declined from £96,394 
in 1859, to £75,240 in 1660, and £25,138 in 1861, Last 
year’s returns are not yet published. In 1860 we sent out 
home goods to the value of £13,203, and in 1861 £35,979, of 
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which £15,411) was machinery, and £3,585 iron. The articles 
we take from them are but few: the principal ones being hides, 
pepper, rice, aapanwood, sugar, teak, gum benjamin, oil, seeds, 
and a few other minor products: metals, machinery, and mili- 
tary stores are the principal articles sent in exchange. Cottons, 
earthenware, beer, and a few other small items make up the 
remainder of the balance-sheet. A considerable export trade 
is, however, carried on from Bangkok with the surrounding 
countries, as the trade returns of last year show. 

The export trade in pepper from Bangkok has been steadily 
on the increase of late years, The shipments are made princi- 
pally to China, the Straits, and Batavia. The total exports last. 
year were about 25,000 piculs, of which the bulk, 20,172 piculs, 
went to China, The sugar export is steady, but not equal to 
the large shipments which were made in 1860. Last year 
102,576 piculs were shipped, in 1860 150,875, but a very 
small quantity is now shipped to Europe and America. About. 
24,000 piculs on av average go to China and Manila, and 67,000 
to Singapore, India, and Batavia, Of rice, which is the principal 
«xop and the largest staple of trade, the shipments last year 
reached 1,555,664 piculs. Of this quantity China takes the 
ehief portion, a little going to the Straits and India, and 
about 20,000 piculs to Europe. The exports of paddy are 
amall, only about 10,000 piculs annually. In sapanwood and 
teak there is alo some considerable trade carried on. Teak 
logs, planks, timber and ship's knees are in demand, and about 
75,000 piculs of sapanwood were shipped last year. It is 
ouch in demand for China for dyeing. Teakwood is becoming 
more scarce yearly, Of hides the shipments were 2,500 piculs, 
of which less than 1,000 came to Europe. Of buffalo and 
deer horns nearly 2,000 piculs were exported; 1,715 piculs of 
cardamans were sent to China; of gum benjamin 140 piculs 
were exported, chiefly to Europe. An increasing trade is 
naticeable in teel seed (scsame), which yields a fine bland oil, a 
good substitute for olive ; 11,500 piculs were shipped in 1862, 
against 7,182 in the previous year. We observe a new article 
of export in the list last year in 250 piculs of rosewood—what 
description of wood this is, however, it is impossible to define, 
@s the name varies su in every country, while in some it is sup- 
plied for the odour, in others for the colour. Tho imports of 
eotton comprise only a few piculs, although it is of very fine 
quality. It is to be regretted that the Siamese cannot be in- 

- duced to cultivate it more extensively. In sticlac there is a 
large increase, the exports having been 11,328 piculs 
against 4,281 in the previous year. Very little of this, how- 
ever, comes to Europe, the bulk going to India. The United 
States, which did a little direct trade with Siam in the two pre- 
ious years, carried on uone in 1862. 

THE OPIUM MONOPOLY IN JAVA. 
No. I. 

Amongst @ great mass of Parliamentary papers lately pre- 
sented to the States-General of Holland are several important 
documents sent in from Java, which give alively picture of the 
past and present state of the opium trade in that island. It is 
well known that this poisonous drug is a monopoly of the 
Government, aud the sale subject to very onerous restrictions. 
The right of retailing opium is put up to public auction in 
each district, and farmed out to the highest bidder. In some 
parts of Java, as in the Preanger Regencies, the importation and 
sale of the article has been prohibited for several years past, 
and is in consequence but little in use, and consumed oiily in 
secret. The cultivation of poppies, from the seed-heads of 
which the opium is prepared, is prohibited altogether in Java 
and Madura, so that the Government are totally dependent on 
other countries for the supply ; and the laws against smuggling 
it are exceedingly severe, not only involving the confiscation of 
the article, but puvishing the offenders with heavy fines and 
penalties, or the alternative of imprisonment in chains, with 
hard labour, for a long term of years. 

But beyond this geveral principle of a Government monopoly, 
which has always becn and still is in force, a great diversity of 
Legislative enactments have been pursued by the different ad- 
ministrations of succeeding Governors-General ; and it happens 
but rarely that the annual contracts have been farmed out 
under the same conditions for more than three or four times 
consecutively. The object of these frequent alterations appears 
40 be of a two-fold nature—firstly, to lessen the consumption 
of the deleterious drug ; and secondly, as it is found impossible 
to put it out of use altogether, to make it as productive as 
possible to the revenue, Perhaps the latter object is of more 





importance than the former ; but be that as it may, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to keep a vigilant eye and control on the 
farmers—mostly Chinese—who being licensed to sell the article, 
find it profitable not to confine themselves to the sale of the 
limited quantity doled out to them every month, but to extend 
their operations by patronising the smuggler, and buying from 
him at acheaper rate than they have to pay the Government. 

Previous to the year 1833, the contracts were knocked down 
to the highest bidders without any limitation of the quantity, 
so that these latter were placed in the enviable position of 
enjoying the protection of the Government against smugglers, 
and were enabled, not only to open as many shops as 
they liked, but to make their own price to the consumer, 
and adulterate the article to their heart’s content. In 1834, 
when Mr. Baud was Governor-General, this principle was aban- 
doned, anda new one introduced, fixing the price to be paid, 
making it imperative on the contractor to purchase exclusively 
from the Government, and limiting the quantity to be delivered, 
The object of this alteration was to secure as much as pos- 
sible to the Treasury the profits arising from the opium 
trade, and to control the quantity used for consumption. In 
the following year they went a step further, as it was then 
stipulated that the same price should be paid for each monthly 
quantity all the year round. From that period may be dated 
the introduction of the distinctions of ¢iban and siram. The 
former was the quantity the contractor agrecd to take every 
month, and for which he was to pay at the rate of 120 florins 
yer catty of 1} kilogr. each ; the siram was an additional quan- 
tity that the Government were bound to deliver to him, if re- 
quired, at the reduced price of 50 florins per catty, but only to 
the’extent of one-fourth of the tiban. For any further sup- 
plies he was again to pay 120 florins, as above. 

When the opium contracts were put up to competition in 
1836 and 1837, another alteration was made in the conditions. 
For each local district or division of the island the minimum 
price of tiban was fixed by the Government at 120 fl. per catty, 
whilst the siram was to be the same, and the highest bidder 
above this figure obtained the contract, 

In 1838, under Governor-General de Eerens, we find the 
minimum quantity of tiban fixed for each district, and amount- 
ing for the whole of Java and Madura to 3,495. catties per 
month. The price to be paid to Government by the contractors 
both for tibau and siram was fixed at 125 fl. copper for Bengal, 
and 120 4. for Turkish. These were also the conditions for 
1839 and 1840. A fresh alteration was made in 1841, the 
price of both descriptions being equalised, and fixed at 120 fi. 
copper for tiban, whilst the contractor could obtain siram to 
the extent of one-fifth at 100f. If he required more he was 
again to pay 120 fl, for all above the sirain. ‘This was also the 
case in 1842. 

For the triennial period 1843, 1844, and 1845, the then 
Governor-General Merkus raised the price of tiban and siram 
to 210. copper, but abandoned the monopoly of a contractor, 
and sold at that figure to anybody. ‘The result of this experi- 
ence was that the new regulation gave great discontent, so much 
so that, in the following year, the contracts were given to those 
who, in each district, sold the greatest quantity above the mini- 
mum, which was fixed at 3,483 cattics per month for the whole 
of Java and Madura. For 1$47 the minimum of tiban was raised 
to 3,500 cattics, and the price fixed at 175 fl. currency. This was 
under the administration of Governor-General Rochussen, who, 
however, introduced a new system the following year, according 
to which the whole of the opium was farmed out to one eon- 
tractor, and the price of tiban fixed at 100 fl. per catty, with a 
minimum of 3,500 catties per month, whilst siram, not exceed- 
ing one-fifth of the tiban, was reduced to 35 fl. The object of 
this great reduction was evidently to lessen the incentive on the 
part of the contractor to smuggle. In 1849 the price of siram 
was further lowered to 25 fl., and the quantity raised from one- 
fifth to one-fourth of the tiban. In 1850 and 1851 more 
alterations were made, the siram being reduced to one-eighth, 
though raised again to a quarter in 1852 and 1853, but the 
minimum of tiban was reduced from 3,690 to 3,264 catties per 
month. During those four years the price of tiban remained at 
100 f., and the siram was delivered to the contractor out of the 
Government warchouses at cost price. 

After all these various arbitrary changes of system, emanating 
from the prejudices, caprice, and personal feclings of the 
Governor-General of the day, without any regard to the higher 
motives of policy or the welfare of the native population, 
Governor-General Duymar van Twist is entitled to the credit of 
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having originated the regulations in force at present, with but 
listle alteration (published at full length in the Jndian Staase- 
Blad for 1853, No. 27). He fixed the tiban at 100 fl currency, 
and the siram at 25 f., the minimum of the tiban being 3,420 
catties per month, and the maximum of the siram one-quarter. 
But a short experience convinced that Governor-General that 
even these favourable conditions were not strong enough to 
‘prevent the contractor from purchasing smuggled goods, and be 
therefore altered the conditions for 1855 and 1856, reducing 
the prieo of siram to 12 f., and without limiting the quantity. 

Governor-General Pahud enforced the same system with but 
Iittle alteration, simply raising the price of the siram to 18 fl, 
and thus it has remained from 1857 down to the present 
time, the minimum quantity of tiban being 3,466} catties per 
month. 

In the meantime the sale of this poisonous drug brings an 
enormous and annually-increasing sum of money to the Trea- 
sury, as the following figures for the last few years abundantly 
testify :— fi

It cannot, however, be demonstrated from these figures alone 
with any degree of certainty that the consumption cf opium 
has undergone a proportionate increase, as the quantity smuggled 
is reduced to minimum, and on the other hand speculation and 
secret exports may havo had some effect on the market. There 
is, however, strong presumptive evidence of an increase in the 
consumption, and to the credit of the Indian Government it 
must be confessed they are unremittingly occupied in their 
endeavours to put it down. In 1858 the prohibition against 
the importation of the drug was extended toa part of the 
Residency of Cheribon, and through the operation of several 
administrative measures taken by the Government for the 
regulations of the ditts or public houses licensed for the sale 
and consumption of opium on the premises, the number of 
these kitts has been considerebly reduced during the last ten 
years, as the following returns, made every other year, officially 
prove :—~

In comparing the foregoing statistics with the figures of 
earlier periods, there is no reason to believe that the consump- 
tion of opium has increased to any great extent in Java, though 
we know that there has been a very large increase in the popu- 
lation of the island ; for we find that in the year 1760 the 
former Dutch East India Company delivered to the contractors 
of the day—the Opium Company at Batavia—174,000 Amster- 
dam pounds, equal to 139,200 catties, being 34,000 catties 
more than the quantity sold by Government in 1860. A part 
of the deliveries in 1760 might, however, have been exported 
to some of the other islands of the Indian Archipelago. But, 
be that as it may, there is certainly no proof that the people of 
Java cousume at present more opium than they did at former 
periods, though it cannot be denied that even their present 
consumption is much more than is good for them.

A translation of “M. Pietrowski's Exile in Siberia and 
his Perilous Escape” will be published shortly, we hear, by 
Messrs, Routledge and Co.—Mr. Carlyle has completed the 
fourth, and half of the fifth and concluding volume of the 
“ History of Frederick the Great.” He dwells with less ampli- 
tude upon the latter part of his hero's carcer than he did upon 
its commencement.—The second part of Bishop Colenso’s book 
is selling rapidiy. ‘The first impression, we understand, con- 
sisted of 6,000 ; this number was immediately found to be in- 
sufficient for the demand, and an additional 2,000 was struck 
off. Within three wecks of publication more than 7,000 copies. 
had been dispersed “The Gate of the Pacific,” by Captain 
Bedford Pim, R.N., has issued from the press of Messrs. 
Lavell, Reeve, and Co. The author's object is to demonstrate 
the advantages of establishing an Atlantic steam line to the 





Isthmus of Panama, with connecting steamers on the Pacific to 
run to China, Australia, New Zealand, and British Columbia. 
Commander Pim would have a railway track laid across 
Nicaragua, taking advantage in the route of the great inland 
lake, which is suitable for steam navigation, “ Macmillan’s 
Magazine” for this month contains a remarkable article on the 
Russian Political Press, by a writer who is evidently thoroughly 
conversant with the subject. Already the press has become & 
great power in the country, and besides the recognised organs 
there is a secret press devoted to the propagation of revolutionary 
ideas, Mr. Kingsley’s tale of the “ Water Babies” is finished in 
this number.—The fifth and concluding volume of the “Orations 
of Demosthenes,” translated by Charles Rann Kennedy, has just 
appeared in Boho’s Classical Library. To those who are unable 
to read these matchless compositions in the original, Mr. 
Kennedy has rendered an essential service. 





Recollections of Tartar Steppes and their Inhabitants. With 
Illustrations. By Mrs, Arkrxson : John Murray. 

‘Tus is one of the livelicst and pleasantest woman's books it 
has been our lot to read for many aday. It is so full of 
womanly observatious and illustrations, of graphic sketches, of 
slight but characteristic incidents, that we gather from the 
correspondence which forms the volume, a most fresh and life- 
like picture of Tartar life. The book, indeed, forms an admir- 
able supplement to Taomas Witlam Atkinson's more erteusive 
and elaborate works ou “The Upper and Lower Amoor” and 
on “Oriental and Western Siberia.” As we read Mrs, Lucy 
Atkinson’s account of the severe labours she underwent and of 
the privations she endured, of perils encountered, and of dangers 
that appeared imminent, we scarcely know how to believe that 
so much was braved by an English lady. Indeed, we should 
feel half tempted to suppose, with the Cossacks, that she had 
something supernatural about her, were it not for the thoroughly 
feminine manner in which she records her adventures, Mrs. 
Atkinson started on her six years journeyings in Tartary, in 
the springof 1848. Picture her after leaving the military station 
of Sandyp, armed with pistols, riding en cavaier,and wearing boots 
which reached above the knees. All the women turned out to 
see her off, declaring that no lady had ever attempted the journey 
before. Long days of riding on horseback followed, sometimes 
wading through decp waters, sometimes winding round fright- , 
ful precipices and resting at night under the open sky, or in 
improvised tents, or in quiet Kalmuk villages. One night abe 
relates how she awoke drenched to the skin, and how, with the 
rain pelting down, she turned to sleep agaiu ; on another night 
they would pitch their tent on the snowy mountains, a bleak 
cutting wind penetrating to the very bone, or they would 
encounter greater annoyances still under the hospitable but 
dirty roofs of their nomadic friends. 

After reading of the toils encountered, we are not surprised 
to learn that Mrs. Atkinson, who was expecting “a little 
stranger” in the coming winter, was delivered of a boy two 
months before the proper time. He was christened Alatan 
‘Tamchiboulac, the former being the name of the mountain at 
the foot of which he was born ; the latter of a dropping spring 
close by. Although thus hastily brought into the world, the 
little fellow proved vigorous, employed his whole time in sleep- 
ing and eating, and, until he was nine months old, never had 
a tear in his eye. When two months old, a visitor called one 
day, aud proposed that Alstau should be baked. Mrs. Atkin- 
son’s surprise may be imagined wheu she heard that it was 
quite a common custom, and that if she did not like to place 
him in an oven, she could cover him with a crust and put him 
on the hot stove, when hairs would come out on his back. The 
Siberian mothers, it secms, make a crust of rye flour and 
enclose the child in it, like a fowl in a pasty, leaving » small 
aperture for the breath ; then it is placed in the oven for a few 
seconds with the door closed. This process is supposed to cure 
a disease to which the children are liable. 

In the Isle of Man cats are understood to be without tails ; 
among the Kirghis, sheep are frequently blessed with four 
horns, Another curious fact which Mrs. Atkinson notes in 
her account of these people is, that while wild fruit of all kinds 
abounds—gooseberries, peaches, apples, strawberries, currants, 
&c.—the Kirghis never eat them. Another is that, the hotter 
the weather the more clothing they put on. Very strange, too, 
must it be toseo boys of ten ycars old feeding from the 
mother ; and stranger still to hear that whipping on the part of 
the husband is regarded as a proof of affection. The men will 
go two, and sometimes three, days without eating, and then 
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they eat enormously. “I was told,” says Mrs, Atkinson, 
“that aman can eat « sheep at once; on making the inquiry 
among the Kirghis, cne of them offered to treat me with the 
sight if I would pay for it, but I declined witnessing the dis- 
gusting feat.” 

At Choubachac the travellers reached Chinese territory, and 
Mrs, Atkinson saw Chinamen for the first time. They were 
told that they could not enter the town until a despatch had 
been sent to the Emperor. The horrors of Siberian exile are 
touchingly depicted by Mrs, Atkinson, and her remarks on the 
Poles have especial value at thistime. But our space will not 
permit us to dwell on this topic, nor on many others of equal 
interest. 


THE FOREIGN INSPECFORATE OF CHINESE CUSTOMS 
(From “Buackwoon’s MaGazine.”) 


“It might be well, if it were possible, to leave the Chinese to work 
out their own regeneration ; but, unfortunately, our commercial interests 
and revenue are so interwoven with the well-being of China that we cannot 
afford to wait the time that might elapse before the restoration of order. 
In our opinion there is iew of the interests of all European Powers 
but one mode of giving aid to the Chinese Government—to wit, encour- 
aging officers of character and respectability, ‘subjects of those Powers, to 
enter the service of the Chinese Government. 

“‘ We have with China an enormous and profitable trade ; we want it 
guaranteed and developed. | This duty properly devolves upon China, but 

e is as yet unable to discharge it. ‘It is by the aid of men who poxsess 
both character and status, the guarantee of good behaviour, that she will 

juire strength and knowledge to fulfil her obligations, and through thei 
influence be induced to adopt the results of European science and skill - 
the steamship, railways, and electric telegraph—thus insuring progress 
pease to hereelf and the world at large. This end, we take it, should 

our object in giving help to China. She should not be strengthened 
out of hand, but by a slow process with a small force, whose action should 
be spread over @ period sufficient to enable us to open the country, 
throughout its length and breadth, to Christianity and commerce, 

“No one will deny that the task about to be undertaken is an arduous 
one; yet, after having carefully weighed all its difficulties, we cannot help 
feeling sanguine ofa successful issue. A good maritime police is the secret 
of Government in China. If the water-ways of China are in a state of 
security and order, peace will re-establish itself everywhere. The rivers, 
the seas, and lakes and canals, within the area of the empire, cut it up 
into such sections that rebellion be destroyed in detail, or rather 
starve, directly a strong executive is placed upon the Emperor's waters. 
The Teipings and other banditti spread over the area they have devas- 
tated, by ‘availing themselves of the extensive water communication. 
The Government of Peking, if it is wise, will pursue the same course in 

measure of repression. The steam gunboat and the electric telegraph, 
by their very appearance in the disturbed districts, will re-assure those who 
have almost ceased to believe in any Government, and frighten away the 
evil-doers ; whilst the fall of Nanking will break the neck of a scourge 
which is on its last legs. The fleets of piratical junks which now infest 
the coasts of China, and whose depredations are known only to the natives, 
Will, we bope, disappear belore the vigorous operations of a steam flotilla 
under the Imperial flag. ‘These ‘ vikings’ of the Rast occupy every creek 
between Canton and the borders of Cochin-China; they have quite cut 
ap the native trade of the whole seaboard, and occasionally pirate even 

uropean traders. It is mainly owing to these gentry that we been 
unable as yet to establish relations and open a Custom-house at Kiung- 
Chow, in the Island of Hainan, a point which we hope one day to see 
the centre of an enormous trade. ly, we see every reason to expect 
most important results from the information the officers of the Furopean- 
Chinese flotilla will be able to gather of the interior of the Chinese em- 
pire, and of the commercial advantages likely to flow therefrom. As em- 
ployés, though merely temporarily so, of the Emperor, they will have 
‘access to every part of that vast country, and excite no fears or jealousy ; 
their opportunities will be immense, and we have reason to believe that 
th will bear well in mind the duty they owe to their felluw-men of 
gathering and storing well every crumb of information, geographical and 
otherwise. What they may effect for the benefit of our commerce we 
may estimate from the fruits that have already followed in the wake of 
their brethren of the navy of England who first penetrated to Shanghai in 
1842, and to Hankow in 1858. There are cities as rich as the former, 
rivers as large as the Yang-tee, and lakes equal to those of Canada, to be 
re-discovered. Those almost unknown provinces of the interior are not 
wastes profitable only to the geographical enthusiast, but countries equal 
to States of Europe, thickly dotted with cities, and densely populated, 
with a people second only to ourselves in commercial energy and respect 
for law and order. England for years has spent wealth, energy, and pre- 
cious lives in opening China to western influence and civilisati To- 
day her success is certain. The Government and people of China both 
ask us to aid them in their hour of trouble, and in return they will assur- 
edly grant us that access and commercial freedom for which we have #0 
Jong laboured and so often fought. ‘The portals of ignorance and heathen- 
ism are opening. Shall we, who are in the vanguard of nations, hesitate ? 
No—assuredly not! Our motto must ever be ‘ Forward;’ and will not 
all enlightened Christendom join us in wishing ‘God speed’ to those 
about to put forth in this fresh ‘enterprise to the land of Cathay ?”

On board the Royal Oak, iron-cased frigate at Chatham, every exertion 
being used by the crowd of mechanics, shipwrights, and other artisans 
who swarm her decks, to have her ready for undocking by the date 
announced by the Secretary of the Admiralty—the 19th inst.

A com- 
mencement has just been made to sheath the bottom with Muntz's patent 
metal, which is to be used instead of copper, the metal being prepared 
in the metal-mills, under the superintendence of Mr. Magle, the head of 
that department. The first of the elliptical 44 in. plates for encasing the 
turret which is now being crected on the fighting deck was fixed in its 
place yesterday, and the tower is now ready to receive the remainder of 
the armour-plates as fast as they can be prepared in the factory. The 
guns, shot, and shell for the Royal Oak will. not be placed on board until 
after she has been undocked, in order that her draught of water may not 
be increased while being floated out. 

‘There was a general official inspection of the officers and men of the 
Royal Naval Reserve on board the President, drill-ship, in the West India 
Docks. The ship was moored off the south qu Lord Clarence 
Paget, the Secretary to the Admiralty, was unavoidably absent ; but Capt. 
Carnegie, R.N., the Inspector-General of the Royal Naval Reserve, to- 
gether with the Right Hon. E. Cardwell, Lieuts. Hybert, the Hon, A. C. 
Dando, Comyns, Powell, and Riddle wers present. The men mustered 
on deck shortly after two o'clock to the number of about 250, and were 
put through the ordinary movements of calling to quarters, going through 
the gun practice, firing at supposed enemies in broadsides, &c. T' 
manning of the guns, the shifting of them in different positions, and other 
movements, were carried out with great activity and readiness, showing in 
many instances an amount of ability and etficiency equal to that attained 
by the men inthe Royal Navy. At the conclusion of the drill the men 
were inspected by Capt. Carnegie, R.N., who expressed to the com- 
mander of the President (Commander Mould, R.N.) his satisfaction at the 
state of efficiency to which the men had arrived.

THE ANGLO-CHINESE FLEET. 

The ensigns of the Anglo-Chinese Fleet having been duly recog- 
nised by the formal announcement of last week in the London Gaz-tte, 
Commodore Sherard Osborn has been already abl2 to despatch H.1.M. 
ships Amoy, China, and Peking. The Amoy (late Jasper), 2 
60 men, is commanded by Commander Arthur Salwey (Lieutenant, 
R.N.), and the following is a correct list of her office Sub- Lieut, 
Alfred’ F. Pearse (Second Master, R.N.), Assistant-Surgeon Edward 
Gardner, Engineer in Charge Horace Brown, and Assist.-Engincers James 
Burgess and Henry Ball. ‘The China (late Her Majesty's ship Africa) car- 
ries 2 pivot and 4 broadside guns; she is commanded by Commander Noel 
Osborn ( Lieutenant, R.N.). and her officers are Senior Lievt. Geo. Morice, 
R.N., Second Lieutenant Augustus Clarke (R.N.R.), Surgeon Henry 
Fegan (Assistant Surgeon, R. Sub-Lieutenant E. Pratt, Engineer 
in-Charge ‘Thomas Marsden, gincer W. Billington, Third 
Engineer J. C, Clark, Gunner W. Pearse, Carpenter Neil Barr, Midship- 
man William Cartwright. In forthcoming numbers we will give further 
particulars of the force, and lists of the officers of the Peking, Tien-tsin, 
Kwang tung, and the flag-ship Keangsoo. 

‘The two veseels now proceeding to China have long been ready, waiting 
for the will and pleasure of the Foreign Office, to authorise the Admiralts 
to gazette the coloiim uader which the fireo cruld alone legitimately navi- 
gate the high seas. The delay has, however, been of advantage in giving 
time for the equipment and organisation to be perfected, ‘The system of 
ageneral mess has been adopted throughout, and the increased accommo- 
dation and comfort for all the officers is very remarkab!e. The captains 
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and commanders are to be held alone responsible for the navigation of the 
ships, The master's grade has been abolished by Commodore Osborn, but. 
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the captain has the power of authorising an officer to assist him in the 
navigation and pilotage, and that officer is to be granted an extra remune- 
ration for his zeal and labour. . 

‘The vessels of the European-Chinese force are armed throughout with 
‘Whitworth’s rifled cannon, and the ordinary sea-service smooth-bore 
‘ordnance in use in Her Majesty's Navy. The obstructive torpor of the 
subordinates in the Forcign-oftice occasioned so many impediments to the 
supply of Armstrong guns, that Commodore Osborn decided upon taking 
Whitworth’s alone, and thus an excellent opportunity has been lost of 
testing the sea-service Armstrongs in actual warfare. The 12-pounders 
used in China during the foray upon Peking were simply land-service 

ieces, 

PieThe Thule, & beautiful and fast schooner, is being despatched from 
Southampton; she will be a tender to the Keangsoo; and the Ballarat, 
now loading in the East India Docks, is to be sold to the Chinese Go- 
vernment on her arrival at Shanghai, as a store-ship for the force. She 
takes out the machinery for a complete factory, for steam-engine “repairs, 
and for the production of Whitworth projectiles. We feel assured that 
the Navy generally will be glad to hear that the Admiralty have raised 
20 objection to the appointment of Commander T. B. Nicolas to the 
command of the Tientsin. The extraordinarily severe sentence passed 
upon him fox an error in judgment will be in the recollection of most of 
‘our readers ; ‘and we doubt not that Commander Nicolas will show in the 
Chinese service that he was n6 unworthy member of the Royal Navy, and 
8 true son of his well-known and heroic father, the late Toup Nicolas. 

Mr. H. N. Lay, Inspector-General of Chinese Customs, having per- 
fected the important duties with which he was charged by Prince Kung, 
returns to his post in China ; and directly the last ship has been despatched, 
Commodore Osborn will likewise hasten overland to China, so as to meet 
the fit of his ships as they arrive at their destination. 

On the 4th inst. a fine paddle-steamer was launched from the building- 
yard of Messrs. Laird Brothers, Birkenhead. She was built for the Anglo- 
Chinese fleet under Mr. H. N. Lay Jand Commodore Sherard Osbori 
‘The dimensions of the new vessel are: -Length, 184f ; breadth, 24ft. ; 
depth, 15ft. ; tonnage, 525 tons ; power of engines, 150 horse. The model 
is designed to make a fast and handy vessel, both at sea and in the rivers. 
She has a straight stem and elliptical stern. The deck fittings, &c., will 
be of the same style and quality as in her Majesty’s service, as will also be 
the officers’ cabins, mayazine, shell-room, amd store rooms. This 
steamer, which is called the Quang Jung, was taken into dock, and placed 
urder the crane to receive her machinery. There was also that day 
floated out of a dock at the same works another steamer built for the 
Angl-Chinese fleet, called the Ticn-tsin. Her dimensions are :— 
Length, 150it. ; breadih, 25ft.; depth, 12h; tonnage, 445 tons; power, 
80-horse. ‘The engines are those for which Messrs. Laird Brothers, were 
awarded a medal at the International Exhibition. The machinery is 
fitted on board, and the Tien-tsin will be ready for steam in a few days, 

A magnificent despatch paddle steamer, ordered by Captain Sherard 
Osborn for his Anglo Chinese fleet. was successfully launched from the 
yard of Mr. John White, of West Cowes, Isle of Wight. Her leading 
dimensions are as follow :— Length between perpendiculars, 259ft.; breadth 
of beam, 20ft. ; tonnage, builders’ measurement, 1,000 tons. The engines, 
which are of 300-horse power, are consiructed by Messrs. Day and Co., of 
the Northam Ironworks, and will be placed and fitted on board in the 
Southampton Docks. From the beautiful lines of this very handsome 
steamer, and the reputation of her builders, this last new addition to Capt. 
Osborn’s fleet will, it is confidently predicted, attain a high rate of speed 
under steam. 

































THE DISMISSAL OF GENERAL BURGEViNE. 

Judging from the little transactions which have taken place at Shanghai 
between General Burgevine and the Chinese authorities, the position of 
European officers taking service under the flag of the Celestial Emperor 
is not likely to be quite such a pleasant one as they may have fondly 
anticipated. ‘The pay is high, the service is pretty certain to be decidedly 
“active,” the situation may have its romantic charms, and an energetic 
man, such as Captain Sherard Osborn undeniably is, may turn it te a 
certain indirect account, such as finding materials for papers in popular | 
periodicals; but if the Anglo-Chinese officer is liable to be ordered on 
most reckless enterprises by fat mandarins who sit at ease in their yamuns; 
if the pay of his men is to be withheld when he refuses to obey ; if he is 
to be summarily dismissed and to have a reward offered tor his head, then 
his position is ‘by no means one to be particularly envied or admired. 
‘The anomalous nature of that position and the difficulties to which it may 
readily give rise have been forcibly illustrated in the case of the American 
Giibuster. It is rather fortunate that he and his employers have differed, 
as we are thereby now warned of whut may occur to our own countrymen 
in the Imperial service, and ure put upon our guard as to the danger of 
being involved in their affairs. It is not a matter of much public interest 
whether General Burgevine bullies the mandarins or is ill-treated by them, 
but it is important it should be clearly understood that Englishmen who 
take service under the Chinese Government do so at their own risk, and 
must rely upon their own value to that Government for proper treatment 
and regular pay. The accounts in regard to Burgevine’s conduct differ 
sufficiently to leave doubt upon the question as to whether the Chinese 
were far in the wrong in their treatment of him. He was the first to 
commence the imbrogiio which resulted in his dismissal, by taking money 
emitted for the payment of his troops and devoting it to the erection of 
fortifications at Soong Konz. That was in itself an act of disobedience 
‘hich certainly would not have been tolerated in any other army in the 
world, and it is difficult to blame the Chinese authorities tor declining to 
femit more money to an officer who had acted in such a manner. It they 
denied him the meaus for conducting necessary operations, then his clear 
course was to resiga ; but this is usually the iast thing to which a soldier 
of fortune inclines. Instead of doing so, General Burgevine, when his 
troops became mutinous for want of pay, went down to Shanghai with 
thirty men, bruised the face of Sa-Kee, the Imperial banker and a blue- 
Dutton mandarin, and forcibly carried of 40,000 dollar. For 
this he was dismissed the Imperial service, and a reward being 
‘offered for his apprehension, or for his head, he had to take refuge on 




















board a British man-of-war It is amusing to find these pacificators of China, 
the men who are elected to restore law and order to that unhappy country, 
appearing in the double role of lawless depredators and helpless fugitives ; 
but the subject is more than amusing. Supposing a similar dit ce 
arises between the Imperial authorities and the British officers placed at 
their service, how are we to act? Somesuch difference is very likely to 
arise, forit is scarcely probable that the high military and other authorities 
of China will allow the foreigners complete liberty of action, and if not, 
there will arise differences of opinion as to what is expedient and what is 
lawful. The of the Chinese Government is, that a local officer, 
civil or military, is allowed all the power necessary to success, end must 
be successful. © Unfortunately it very often happens that he does not com- 
mand the means to success; but is very rarely allowed to 
form his excuse. The Six Boards at Peking ignore that side of the 
theorem which relates to the means at the command of the local officer ; 
they almost invariably assume that in that respect the whole force of the 
empire is at his disposal; #0, when he fails, they banish him to the wilds 
of Biberia, or gacouly invite him to swallow gold-leaf. There will 
certainly be some difficulty in accommodating this system to the expec- 
tations of English rs, and there must be urgent motives at work to 
produce anything like an harmonious result. In the Foreign Customs 
Service the difficulty has been got over, because the Imperial Government 
clearly saw that only by means of such a service could they levy the 
foreign customs revenue. In that case there was a tangible result to be 
obtained, while the field of action was too definite and lim ted to allow of 
mandarin interference. But the case is somewhat different when military 
and naval operations are undertaken by English employés of the Chinese 
Emperor.—Daily News.

Mr. Neale Porter, the managing director in India of the 
Scinde, Punjaub, and Delhi Bank Corporation, left on the 5th to 
proceed to India vid the overland route, with the view of 
establishing the Bank in Scinde and the Punjaub ; and Mr. H. 
J. Lee, late acting secretary and treasurer of the Bank of Bengal 
in Calcutta, will follow in a few days as the sub-manager and 
chief accountant of the Bavk at Kurrachee. 

Advices have been received of the total wreck, near Cape- 
town, of the ship Akbar, on her voyage from Siam to London, 
The cargo, consisting of rice, cassia, sticklac, and sapanwood, 
and worth about £26,500, was partly saved. 

Advices from Puint de Galle state that the steamer emesis, 
with the mail froma Calcutta, had struck on the Bellows rock 
on the night of the 16th of February, but was got off and taken 
into the harbour. Her mails were transferred to the Bombay, 
which would carry them to Suez, together with those from 
China and Australia. The Bombay arrived from Australia at 
Galle on the 15th Feb. and her news was brought to Suez by 
the French mail steamer Labourdonnais, and telegraphed to 
London on the 5th inst. 

Messrs. John Pender and C °,, of Manchester, have] issued a 
very valuable paper relative to the imports, exports, stock, and 
consumption of cotton in 1860 and 1862—the former being 
the year of the largest consumption ever known. ‘They also 
state their views with regard to the prospects of the supply in 
1863, 

‘As regards the price of cotton, a fall before long seems 
inevitable, and Messrs. Pender and Co. supply the best reason 
for this belief when they state that foreign markets do not 
rspond to the high rates ruling here. They quote, as under, 
the average price per Ib. of shirtings, in contrast with the net 
equivalents in Caleutta, Bombay, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, as 
reported by the last advices :—
